PREFACE. 


In  issuing  the  Third  Volume  of  the  County  Directory  for  Scotland, 
the  Publishers  have  to  apologise  for  the  unavoidable  delay  which  has 
occurred  in  its  pubhcation.  The  mode  adopted  for  procuring  infor- 
mation was  to  furnish  the  whole  Postmasters  in  Scotland  with  blank 
schedules,  to  be  sent  to  all  suitable  parties  in  each  district  for  the 
purpose  of  being  filled  up.  In  the  great  majority  of  instances  the 
necessary  returns  were  promptly  made  ;  but  in  other  cases  much 
delay  took  place,  and  from  some  quarters  no  returns  were  made  at 
aU.  For  errors  resulting  from  this  latter  cause  neither  the  Editor  nor 
the  Publishers  can  be  responsible,  although  they  have  done  their  best 
to  obviate  them.  The  call  for  assistance  has,  however,  been  so  gene- 
rally responded  to,  that  the  Editor  and  Publishers  would  be  wanting 
in  courtesy  if  they  did  not  tender  their  warmest  acknowledgments  to 
the  nobility,  gentry,  and  professional  and  trading  classes,  as  well  as 
to  the  postmasters  throughout  the  country,  for  their  indispensable 
co-operation  and  aid. 

In  cases  where  proper  returns  have  not  been  received,  the  places 
and  their  Post-towns  have  been  retained,  so  as  to  prevent  names 
being  inaccurately  inserted — a  course  rendered  necessary  in  order 
that  the  principle  should  be  carried  out  of  no  name  appearing  without 
due  authority.  By  the  time  that  another  volume  is  issued,  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  national  character  of  the  work  will  be  so  appreciated 
that  no  one  will  hesitate  to  furnish  the  needful  details.

In  the  present  volume,  the  number  of  names  has  not  only  been 
increased,  but  much  additional  matter  has  been  inserted.  The  pro- 
fession of  each  person  is  now  given,  and  the  principal  inhabitants  of 
each  village  are  grouped  together  under  its  locality.  Places  having 
Post-Offices  and  Sub-Offices  are  no  longer  inserted  in  a  separate  list, 
but  are  inchided  in  the  general  alphabet  of  the  First  Part.  The 
printing  in  italics  of  the  various  Post-towns  will  also  be  found  to 
facilitate  reference  to  this  important  department.  The  religious 
denomination  of  each  clergyman,  is  now  quoted  for  the  first  time, 
a  feature  which  it  is  hoped  will  add  to  the  general  value  of  the 
work.  In  the  miscellaneous  department,  up  and  down  mail  routes, 
full  postal  directions,  and  other  lists  calculated  to  be  of  service 
during  the  time  this  volume  will  be  in  current  use,  have  been 
copiously  introduced. 

In  a  work  of  such  extent  of  plan,  errors  and  omissions  are  not 
wholly  unavoidable  ;  but  any  corrections  sent  to  the  Publishers  will 
be  carefully  attended  to,  and  a  list  of  them  inserted  m  subsequent 
impressions,  as  well  as  furnished  at  a  trifling  cost  to  the  purchasers 
of  the  present  edition.

The  Mail  for  the  North  continues  on,  by  the  Greenhill  Junction, 
to  the  Scottish  Central  Railway,  arriving  at  Pertli  at  12.30  a.m. ;  from  thence  by  Perth,  Dundee, 
Arbroath,  and  Aberdeen  Railways,  arriving  at  the  Post-Office,  Aberdeen,  4.58  a.m. 

The  London  Night  Mail  leaves  Euston  Square  at  9  p.m.,  arrives  at  Carlisle  at  5.47  a.m.,  at 
Car.stairs  Junction  7.47  a.m.,  at  General  Post-Office,  Edinburgh,  9  a.m.,  at  Glasgow  9  a.m.,  and 
at  Perth  10.40  a.m.  From  thence  the  Aberdeen  Mail  proceeds  by  the  Scottish  Midland  and 
Aberdeen  Railways,  arriving  at  Aberdeen  2.33  p.m. 

Tiie  ]\Iail  for  Inverness,  and  places  beyond,  is  despatched  from  Aberdeen  on  the  arrival  of  the 
London  Nigiit  Mail,  2.33  p.m.  arriving  at  Inverness  at  10.59  p.m.,  and  Thurso  at  5.28  the  next 
afternoon. 

Letters  for  Aberdeen,  Ina^erness,  &c.,  from  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow,  are  despatched  from 
these  offices  at  6  a.m.,  to  meet  the  London  Niglit  Mail,  and  proceed  along  with  it  from  Perth  as  above.

and  11.21  a.m.;  and  the  returns  are  despatched  at  1.48  p.m.  and  5.40  f).m. 

Letters  for  the  County  of  Fife  circulate  through  Edinburgh,  and  are  despatclied  from  the  General 
Post-Office  at  6.30  a.m.,  2.45  p.m.,  by  the  Edinburgh,  Dundee,  and  Perth  Railway,  and  arrive  in 
Edinburgh  at  9.30  a.m.  and  6.15  p.m. 

Letters  for  Dublin  and  the  South  of  Ireland  are  forwarded  and  received  by  both  London  Mails 
through  Liverpool,  and  are  also  sent  along  with  the  Mails  for  Belfast  and  the  North  of  Ireland 
via  Greenock,  the  latter  being  despatched  from  Edinburgh  at  3.50  p.m.,  and  Glasgow  at  6  p.m.,  the 
steamer  sailing  from  Greenock  at  8  p.m.  This  Mail  arrives  in  Glasgow  at  6.30  a.m.,  and  Edinburgh 
at  9.30  a.m. 

Letters  from  and  beyond  Inverness  circulate  south  by  London  Night  Mail.  Those  for  Edinburgh 
and  GlasgoAv  branch  oft'  at  the  Greenhill  Junction,  and.  arrive  at  these  offices  at  6  p.m.,  along  with 
other  letters  from  Aberdeen,  &c. 
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The  LONDOK  Day  Mail  leaves  Aberdeen  at  2.18  p.m.,  Perth  at  6.18  p.m.,  and  Edinburgh  and 
Glasgow  at  8  p.m.,  arrivmg  in  London  at  11.28  a.m.  The  letters  from  Perth,  Aberdeen,  &c., 
for  Edinburgh  are  transferred  to  Down  Mail  at  Caistairs,  and  arrive  at  1.15  a.m.;  and  those  for 
Glasgow  at  Motherwell,  arriving  at  10.45  p.m.

All  Letters  and  Newspapers  should  bear  a  FULL  and  legible  address,  the  name  of  the  post-town, 
as  well  as  the  sub-office,  being  pnt  on  them,  to  facilitate  despatch,  and  insure  a  speedy  delivery. 

Inland  Letters  and  Packets,  including  those  from  the  Channel  Islands  and  the  Isle  of  Man, 
are  subject  to  the  following  rates  of  postage,  irrespective  of  the  distance  they  are  conveyed : —

There  is  no  limit  to  the  weight  of  paid  letters,  butnnpaid  letters  must  not  exceed  four  ounces  ;  any 
letter  posted  above  that  weight  unpaid  shall  be  detained,  opened,  and  charged  double  the  prepaid 
rate,  and,  at  the  option  of  the  Postmaster- Genei'cd,  shall  be  either  returned  to  the  sender,  or  given 
to  the  person  to  whom  it  is  addressed. 

Prepayment  of  inland  letters,  &c.,  must  be  by  stamps,  except  at  the  Cliief  Post-Office,  London, 
M'here  prepayment  of  snch  letters  from  10  a.m.  to  5  p.m.  is  permitted  in  vioney,  provided  the  amomit 
be  not  less  than  £1.  Letters  also  to  the  colonies  and  foreign  countries  may  be  prepaid  in  money. 
Except  by  soldiers  and  sailors  in  her  Majesty's  sei-vice,  British  postage  stamps,  however,  are  not 
available  for  the  payment  of  letters,  &c.,  coming  into  the  country. 

Every  Postmaster  is  required  to  have  on  hand  a  sufficient  stock  of  postage  labels  and  penny 
stamped  envelopes,  and  to  sell  them  to  the  public  at  the  following  prices : —

Every  Rural  Messenger  is  authorised  and  required  to  sell  postage  stamps  (including  stamped  en- 
velopes) at  the  same  prices  at  which  Postmasters  are  empowered  to  sell  them. 

AVhen  adhesive  stamps  are  used,  they  should  be  examined  to  see  that  they  firmly  adhere,  since  if 
they  fall  off,  the  letters,  &c.,  will  be  charged  with  postage,  which,  in  the  case  of  inland  letters  and  of 
some  foreign  letters,  is  double  the  prepaid  rate.  Any  deficiency  in  the  requisite  amount  of  stamps  for 
the  prepayment  of  an  inland  letter  is  also  charged  double ;  thus,  an  inland  letter  weighing  above  half 
an  ounce  and  under  one  ounce,  is  charged  twopence  on  delivery.  The  stamps  shoiud  be  placed  on 
the  front  of  the  letter,  and  upon  the  right-hand  corner  of  the  rrpper  side.    ^ 

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  paper  and  envelopes  taken  by  the  public  to  Somerset  , 
House  can  be  impressed  with  postage  stamps. 

LIMITATION  OF  SIZE,  &c. 
With  the  following  exceptions,  no  letter,  &c.,  can  be  forwarded  by  the  Post  which  is  more  than  two 
feet  in  length,  breadth,  or  depth  :  nor  any  unpaid  packet  which  weighs  more  than  four  ounces,  unless 
three  quarters  of  the  postage  have  been  paid.     The  exceptions  are  : — 
Packets  to  or  from  places  abroad. 

Packets  to  or  from  any  of  the  Government  Offices  or  departments,  or  Public  Ofllcers. 
Petitions  or  addresses  to  the  Queen,  whether  directed  to  her  Majesty,  or  forwarded  to  any 
member  of  either  House  of  Parliament.

Petitions  to  either  House  of  Parliament,  forwarded  to  any  member  of  either  House. 
Printed  Parliamentary  proceedings. 

ADDRESSES  TO  THE  QUEEN  AND  PETITIONS  TO  PARLIAMENT. 

Petitions  and  addresses  to  her  Majesty,  forwarded  direct,  are  exempt  from  postage  ;  and  such  peti- 
tions and  addresses,  as  also  petitions  to  either  House  of  Parliament,  if  sent  to  a  member  of  either 
House,  are  likewise  exempt,  provided  they  do  not  weigh  more  than  two  pounds,  and  are  without 
covers  or  are  in  covers  open  at  the  sides.  No  letter  or  other  enclosui'e,  however,  must  be  inserted; 
and  if  one  be  found,  such  enclosure,  unless  it  bear  the  proper  number  of  postage  stamps,  will  be 
charged  as  an  unpaid  letter. 

REDIRECTED   LETTERS. 

Every  redirected  letter,  newspaper,  or  other  postal  packet,  will  be  liable  to  an  additional  postage 
(at  the  prepaid  rate),  unless  the  redirection  be  not  only  made  by  an  Officer  of  the  Post-Office,  but  be 
to  a  place  within  tlie  district  belonging  to  the  same  Head  Office.  Thus,  on  a  paid  or  unpaid  letter 
redirected  by  an  Officer  of  the  Post-Office  to  any  other  postal  district  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and 
■weighing  not  more  than  half  an  ounce,  an  additional  postage  is  levied  of  one  penny ;  or,  if  the  weight 
be  more  than  half  an  ounce  but  does  not  exceed  an  ounce,  of  twopence ;  and  so  on. 

LATE  LETTERS. 

Late  letters,  &c.,  are  received  till  within  five  minutes  of  tlie  despatch  of  the  Mails,  except  in  tliose 
large  towns  where  the  Surveyor  may  deem  a  longer  interval  necessary,  and  excepting,  tliat  no  office 
is  to  be  kept  open  merely  for  this  purpose  after  ten  o'clock  at  nigiit. 

No  late  letters,  &c.,  are  forvvaitled  by  the  Mail  preparing  for  despatcli  unless  prepaid,  and  that  in 
stamps,  so  as  to  include  both  the  ordinary  postage  and  the  late-letter  fee. 

LETTERS  NOT  TO  BE  DELIVERED  BACK. 

To  prevent  the  possibility  of  letters  being  surreptitiously  obtained  from  the  Offices  Avhere  put  in, 
office-keepers  are  strictly  forbid  returning,  to  any  person  whomsoever,  letters  that  may  be  applied  tor, 
under  whatever  circumstances  the  recovery  may  be  urged.  Nor  can  tlie  letter  be  delayed  in  its  being- 
forwarded  to  its  destination,  even  though  a  request  to  that  effect  be  written  tiiereon.  This  is,  more- 
over, forbidden  by  the  established  principle,  that  the  instant  a  letter  is  committed  to  the  Post,  it  is  no 
longer  the  property  of  the  sender,  but  the  iiarty  to  which  it  is  addressed,  and  to  whom  alone  it  must  be 
delivered. 

OFFICIAL  INFORMATION  NOT  ALLOWED. 

No  information  can  be  given  respecting  letters  winch  pass  through  a  Post-Office,  except  to  the 
persons  to  whom  tliey  are  addressed  ;  and  in  no  other  way  is  official  information  of  a  private  charac- 
ter allowed  to  be  made  public. 

REGISTRATION. 

By  the  prepayment  of  a  fee  of  sixpence  (which  must  be  made,  not  in  money,  but  by  affixing 
stamps),  any  letter,  &c.,  paying  full-letter  rate^  may  be  registered.  This  will  make  its  transmission 
more  secure,  by  rendering  it  practicable  to  trace  it,  when  inland,  from  its  receipt  to  its  delivery ;  and 
when  foreign  or  colonial,  if  not  to  its  delivery,  at  least  to  the  port  of  despatch.  The  Post-Office 
does  not  guarantee  the  safe  delivery  of  the  letter,  &c.,  though  the  officers  are,  of  course,  responsible  to 
the  Postmaster- General,  who  will  call  to  strict  account  any  one  neglecting  his  duty  on  this  point,  and, 
if  his  Lordship  think  proper,  will  require  him  to  make  good  any  loss  that  may  be  sustained  thereby. 

Except  to  the  few  places  abroad  to  which  postage  cannot  be  paid  in  advance,  the  postage  of  regis- 
tered letters  must  be  prepaid ;  and  if  the  letter  be  inland,  it  must  be  prepaid  in  stamps. 

To  every  person  who  presents  a  letter  to  be  registered,  a  receipt  is  given. 

The  latest  time  for  posting  registered  letters  is  entered  in  tlie  Notice  exhibited  in  every  Post-Office, 
such  time,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Surveyor,  being  half-an-hour  before  the  closing  of  the  box 
for  the  Mail  by  which  it  is  to  be  despatched. 

PARLIAMENTARY  NOTICES. 
Parliamentary  Notices  may  be  forwarded  through  the  Post  under  the  following  regulations : — 

1.  The  words  "Parliamentary  Notice"  must  be  legibly  printed  on  the  face  of  the  letter;  and 
in  order  to  secure  the  speedy  return  of  any  notices  which  may  be  undelivered,  the  name 
and  address  of  the  solicitor  issuing  such  Parliamentary  Notice  should  also  be  legibly 
printed  or  written  on  the  face  of  the  letter ;  though  this  latter  is  not  imperative. 

2.  These  notices  must  be  posted  either  at  the  GenerTd  Post-Office,  St  Martin's-le-Grand,  in 
London;  the  General  Post-Office  in  Dublin;  the  General  Post-Office  in  Edinburgh;  or  at 
the  chief  office  at  one  or  other  of  the  following  towns : —

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3.  All  notices  which  by  the  standing  orders  of  either  House  of  Parliament  are  reqiiired  to  be 

served  on  or  before  the  15th  December,  must  be  posted  on  or  before  the  12th  December, 
unless  the  12th  falls  on  a  Sunday,  when  they  must  be  posted  not  later  than  the  11th  ;  but 
those  notices  whicli  by  the  same  orders  may  be  served  later  tlian  the  15th,  may  be  posted 
after  the  12th  of  that  month. 

4.  The  postages  chargeable  on  these  notices  must  be  prepaid  by  stamps ;  the  registration  fee 

of  sixpence  on  each  notice  being  paid  in  the  nsual  manner. 

5.  The  notices  must  be  posted  at  the  Post-Office  window,  accompanied  with  duplicate  lists  of 

the  addiesses  ;  the  letters  being  arranged,  for  the  convenience  of  comparison,  in  the  order 

of  the  list.     These  lists  are  examined  by  the  officer  in  attendance  at  the  window  ;  and  if 

each  list  correspon  I  with  the  address,  he  will  sign  and  stamp  every  sheet  of  each  list. 

One  of  the  duplicate  lists  will  then  be  returned  to  the  person  who  brought  tlie  letters,  and 

tlie  other  forwarded  to  tlie  Secretary,  General  Post-Otrice,  London. 

The  hoiu's  for  receixing  both  Parliamentary  Notices  and  the  undermentioned  Voting  Notices  are  the 

same  as  those  for  the  registry  of  ordinary  letters,  unless  the  Parliamentary  Notices  be  presented  at 

such  a  time  as  to  interfere  witli  the  ordinary  duties  of  the  office  ;  in  which  case  the  Postmaster  may 

appoint  any  other  time  within  the  aext  twenty-four  hom-s  for  receiving  the  same ;  providing  that, 

■\vhen  tlie  notices  are  to  be  served  on  or  before  the  15th  December,  such  arrangement  do  not  delay  the 

posting  beyond  the  12  th. 

Whoever  sends  Parliamentary  Notices  should,  ix  possible,  arrange  on  the  day  before  with  the  Post- 
master as  to  the  most  convenient  time  for  posting  them,  and  state  the  probable  number. 

VOTING  NOTICES. 

On  prepayment  of  the  postage  and  of  a  registration  foe  of  twopence,  a  notice  belonging  to  any  one 
of  the  classes  enumeratecl  in  the  Act  6  Vict.  c.  18  (relating  to  votes  for  members  of  Parliament)  can 
be  sent  through  the  post  witli  the  securities  for  their  safe  delivery  enjoined  by  law,  provided  it  be 
brought  duly  directed,  open,  and  in  duplicate,  to  a  Postmaster  of  an  office  where  Money  Orders  are 
issued  or  paid.  On  receiving  tlie  notice,  the  Postmaster  has  to  compare  it  with  the  duplicate ;  and 
if  the  two  agree,  the  latter  -will  be  stamped  and  returned  to  the  bearer. 

POLL-BOOKS. 

When  a  poll-book  is  presented  by  any  retnrning-officer  to  be  forwarded  by  post,  tlie  Postmaster 
is  required  to  give  to  such  officer  an  acknowledgment  in  writing,  stating  therein  the  time  when  he 
received  it. 

No  registration  fee  is  demanded  for  poll-books,  and  prepajancnt  of  the  postage  is  optional,  without 
regard  to  weight. 

NEWSPAPERS  AND  OTHER  PERIODICAL  PUBLICATIONS  BEARING  THE  NEWSPAPER 

STAMP. 

Although  provision  is  made  for  forwarding  newspapers,  books,  and  money  through  the  post,  it  is 
not  compulsoiy  on  any  one  to  employ  this  mode  of  transmission ;  everything  except  letters  may  be 
sent  in  any  other  way. 

All  periodical  publications,  including  newspapers  published  in  the  United  Kingdom,  at  intervals 
not  exceeding  thirty-one  days,  and  which  bear  an  impressed  stamp  or  stamps  denoting  the  stamp  duty 
(of  the  kind  formerly  confiiied  chiefly  to  newspapers),  may  be  transmitted  and  retransmitted  through 
the  post  within  the  United  Kingdom  free  of  postage  under  the  following  regulations,  viz. : — 

1.  They  are  subject  to  the  same  restrictions  with  regard  to  the  number  of  sheets  and  superficial 
extent  as  were  lately  applicable  only  to  newspapers  properly  so  called.  These  restrictions 
are  shown  in  the  following  Table : — •

No  publication,  or  portion  thereof,  can  pass  through  the  post,  unless  the  impressed  stamp 
which  it  bears  be  at  least  a  stamp  of  the  value  of  one  penny. 

The  title  and  date  of  the  publication  must  be  printed  at  the  top  of  es-ery  page. 

The  publication  must  be  folded  in  such  a  manner  tliat  the  whole  of  the  smmp  or  stamps, 
denoting  the  full  duty,  shall  be  exposed  to  view,  and  be  distinctly  visible  on  the  outside; 
except  that  where  there  are  more  than  two  publications  in  the  same  cover,  itwill  be  con- 
sidered sufficient  if  the  stamps  are  so  arranged  that  they  can  readily  be  examined. 
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5.  It  mxist  not  be  printed  on  pasteboard  or  cardboard,  nor  on  two  or  more  thicknesses  of  paper 

pasted  together ;  nor  must  any  pasteboard,  cardboard,  or  such  pasted  paper,  be  sent  with 
it  as  a  back  or  cover  thereto,  or  otliervvise. 

6.  It  must  be  posted  within  fifteen  days  from  the  date  of  publication. 

7.  It  must  either  have  no  cover,  or  a  cover  open  at  the  ends. 

8.  It  must  contain  no  enclosure. 

9.  It  must  have  no  writing  or  other  mark  thereon  but  the  name  and  address  of  tlie  person 

to  whom  it  is  sent,  nor  anything  on  the  cover  brit  such  name  and  address,  the  printed 
title  of  the  publication,  and  the  printed  name  and  addi'ess  of  the  publisher  or  vendor 
who  sends  it. 

10.  If  the  publication  be  addressed  to  any  person  within  tlie  free  delivery  of  the  place  where  it 

is  posted,  it  becomes  liable  to  a  postage  of  one  penny,  which  must  be  prepaid  by  affixing 
a  postage  stamp. 

11.  When  a  newspnper,  &c.,  is  so  folded  as  not  to  expose  the  stamp  or  stamps,  a  postage  of 

one  penny  is  charged  in  addition  to  any  other  postage  to  whicli  the  publication,  if  pro- 
perly folded,  would  have  been  liable ;  and  if  tlie  newspaper,  &c.,.  be  addressed  to  any  per- 
son within  the  free  delivery  of  the  place  where  it  is  posted,  and  do  not  bear  a  penny 
postage  label,  it  will  be  charged  twopence.  In  case  of  any  other  irregularity,  the  publica- 
tion is  dealt  with  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  book  post. 

12.  It  is  suggested  that  every  publication  should  have  a  notice  to  purchasers  conspicuously 

printed,  pointing  out  the  necessity  of  exposing  the  stamp  or  stamps  to  view  whenever  the 
publication  is  sent  through  the  post. 

13.  Unstamped  publications,  or  stamped  publications  which  have  been  issued  more  than  fifteen 

days,  can  be  forwarded  within  the  United  Kingdom  and  to  most  of  the  colonies  under  the 

regulations  of  the  book  post. 
Newspapers  sent  abroad  are  liable  to  the  same  regulations  as  newspapers  passing  (under  the  news- 
paper privilege)  between  different  parts  of  the  United  Kingdom,  except  that,  before  going  abroad,  the 
name  of  the  newspaper  must  have  been  registered  at  the  General  Post-Office  ;  and  that,  instead  of 
requiring  to  have  an  impressed  stamp,  each  newspaper,  if  sent  to  a  British  Colony,  is  liable  to  a 
postage  of  Id.  (which  must  be  prepaid  by  a  postage  label  or  in  money),  together  with  an  additional 
postage  (as  shewn  in  the  Table  of  Colonial  and  Foreign  Postage)  wlien  the  newspaper  has  to  pass 
through  a  foreign  country.  In  the  same  table  will  be  found  the  postage  of  newspapers  sent  to 
foreign  countries.    In  all  cases  of  newspapers  going  abroad,  the  impressed  stamp  stands  tor  nothing. 

PARLIAIIENTARY  PROCEEDINGS.. 

Printed  proceedings  of  the  Imperial  Parliament,  sent  without  covers,  or  in  covers  open  at  the  ends, 
may  circulate  within  the  United  Kingxlom  at  the  following  rates  of  postage : —

Prepayment,  when  the  circulation  is  within  the  United  Kingdom,  is  optional ;  and  if  it  be  made  in 
part,  the  simple  difference  is  only  charged. 

Printed  proceedings  of  the  Imperial  Parliament  and  of  the  Colonial  Legislatures  may  be  sent  to  or 
from  the  Colonies  at  the  same  rates  as  above,  with  some  exceptions. 

BOOK  POST, 

At  the  following  charo-es,  and  on  the  subjoined  conditions,  book  packets  may  be  sent  by  the  post 
to  any  place  within  the  United  Kingdom : — 

Weighing  not  more  than  four  ounces Id.

and  so  on ;  2d.  being  charged  for  every  additional  half-pound  or  any  less  weight. 

1.  The  postage  must  be  prepaid  in  full,  by  means  of  postage  stamps  affixed  outside  the  packet 
or  its  cover. 

2.  Every  packet  must  be  sent  either  without  a  cover,  or  in  a  cover  open  at  the  ends  or  sides. 

3.  If  the  postage  paid  on  the  packet  amount  to  as  much  as  4d.,  it  may  contain  any  number 
of  separate  books  or  other  publications,  prints,  or  maps,  and  any  quantity  of  paper,, 
parchment,  or  vellum  (to  the  exclusion,  hoivever,  of  letters,  whether  sealed  or  open). 
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And  the  books  or  other  publications,  prints,  maps,  &c.,  may  be  either  printed,  written,  or 
plain,  or  any  mixture  of  the  three,  i'nrther,  all  legitimate  binding,  mounting,  or  cover- 
ing of  a  book,  publication,  &c.,  or  of  a  portion  thereof,  will  be  allowed,  whether  such 
binding,  &c.,  be  loose  or  attached;  as  also  rollers,  in  the  case  of  prints  or  maps; 
markers  (whether  of  paper  or  otherwise),  in  the  case  of  books ;  and,  in  short,  whatever 
is  necessary  for  the  safe  transmission  of  literary  or  artistic  matter,  or  usually  appertains 
thereto. 

4.  But  if  the  postage  paid  be  less  than  4d.,  the  packet  must  consist  exclusively  of  printed 

matter,  without  restriction,  however,  either  as  to  the  number  of  publications  or  separate 
sheets,  or  as  to  whether  they  are  bound  or  unbound.  If  any  other  matter  be  included,  the 
packet  will  be  subject  to  the  penalty  mentioned  in  the  9th  condition. 

5.  A  book  packet,  whatever  may  be  the  postage  paid  tliereon,  must  not  contain  any  letter, 

closed  or  open,  or  any  enclosure  sealed  or  othen\'ise  closed  against  inspection  ;  nor  must 
there  be  any  letter  nor  any  communication  of  the  nature  of  a  letter,  written  or  printed,  in 
any  such  packet  or  in  its  cover.  Entries,  however,  merely  stating  who  sends  the  book, 
&c.,  or  to  whom  it  is  given,  are  not  regarded  as  a  letter,  and  may  therefore  be  made  when 
any  writing  is  permitted  ;  that  is,  when  a  postage  of  4d.  at  least  is  paid. 

6.  No  book  packet  can  be  received,  if  it  exceeds  two  feet  in  length,  width,  or  depth. 

7.  Any  packet  which  shall  not  be  open  at  the  ends  or  sides,  or  shall  Iiave  any  letter  or  any 

communication  of  the  nature  of  a  letter,  written  or  printed,  in  it,  or  upon  its  cover,  is 
charged  with  the  "  unpaid"  or  double  letter  postage. 

8.  If  a  packet  be  found  to  contain  any  letter,  wliether  closed  or  open,  or  any  enclosure  sealed 

or  otherwise  closed  against  inspection,  or  any  other  unauthorised  enclosure,  the  letter  or 
enclosure  is  taken  out  and  forwarded  to  the  address  on  the  packet,  charged  with  the  full 
postage,  as  an  unpaid  letter,  togetiier  with  an  additional  rate  of  4d. ;  and  the  remainder 
of  the  packet,  if  didy  prepaid  with  stamps,  is  then  forwarded  to  its  address. 
&.  If  a  packet  be  not  svdhciently  prepaid  with  stamps,  but  nevertheless  bear  a  stamp  of  the 
value  of  Id.,  it  must  be  forwarded,  charged  with  the  deficient  book- postage,  together  with 
an  additional  rate  of  4d. ;  but  any  packet  which  shall  bear  no  postage  stamp  is  charged 
with  the  "  unpaid"  or  double-letter  postage. 
10.  In  every  case  in  which  the  postage  ciiarged  upon  a  packet  under  these  regulations  would  be 
greater  than  the  letter  rate,  the  latter  postage  is  substituted. 
Books  when  redirected  to  any  other  postal  district  in  the  United  lOngdom  are  liable  to  be  charged 
additional  rates  on  delivery;  thus,  if  weighing  above  half  a  pound  but  not  more  than  a  pound,  an 
additional  postage  of  4d.  is  levied ;  or  if  the  book  weigh  more  than  one  pound  but  not  exceeding  two 
pounds,  an  additional  postage  of  8d. ;  and  so  on. 

The  Head  Postmaster  who  first  receives  a  book-packet  is  required,  whenever  he  has  ground  for 
suspecting  an  infringement  of  any  of  the  above  conditions,  and  occasionally,  even  when  there  is  no 
ground  for  suspicion,  to  open  and  examine  the  packet ;  and  every  book-packet  which  is  not  open  at 
the  ends  or  sides,  or  which  exceeds  two  feet  in  length,  width,  or  depth,  or  which  has  any  letter  or  any 
communication  of  the  nature  of  a  letter,  \mtten  or  printed,  in  it,  or  upon  its  cover,  or  which  does  not  bear 
postage  stamps  equal  to  a  single  book-rate,  is  ordered  to  be  sent  up,  with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  to 
the  Keturned  Letter  Branch  of  the  Circulation  Office  in  London,  DubUn,  or  Edinbm-gh,  as  tlie  case 
may  be ;  but  in  the  case  of  any  other  infringement  of  the  regulations,  the  packet  is  dealt  with  by  the 
Postmaster  himself 

To  prevent  obstacles  to  the  regular  transmission  of  letters,  any  Head  Postmaster  may,  when 
necessary,  delay  forwarding  a  book-packet  for  a  period  not  exceeding  twenty-four  hours  beyond  the 
ordinary  time ;  and  at  Packet  Offices  the  delay  may,  at  the  option  of  the  Postmaster,  be  either  for 
that  period,  or  until  the  despatch  of  the  mail  next  after  that  by  which  the  book  -packet  ought  other- 
wise to  be  forwarded. 

DELIVERY. 

Letter  Carriers  and  Rural  Jlessengers  are  prohibited  from  distributing  any  letters,  newspapers, 
&c.,  whether  before  beginning  their  rounds,  whilst  on  their  rounds,  or  after  they  may  have  completed 
them,  except  such  as  have  passed  through  a  Post-Office.  Nor  are  they  allowed  to  receive  any  pay- 
ment beyond  the  postage  for  the  delivery  or  collection  of  any  letter  or  newspaper,  nor  to  deviate  from 
the  route  laid  down  for  them.  The  prohibition,  however,  from  receiving  payment  in  addition  to  the 
postage  does  not  extend  to  Christmas  boxes. 

Except  where  the  number  of  daily  deliveries  is  considerable,  and  where,  therefore,  the  Surveyor 
considers  such  a  regulation  unnecessary,  letters  are  delivered  at  the  window  after  the  arrival  of  every 
mail  (within  office  hours)  as  soon  as  they  can  be  sorted.  In  all  cases,  however,  when  there  is  a 
corresponding  delivery  by  Letter  Carriers,  the  window  delivery  (whether  to  the  holders  of  private 
boxes  or  to  the  public  generally)  does  not  begin  till  the  Letter  Cari-iers  have  left  the  office,  nor  is  it 
allowed  in  any  Avay  to  delay  the  departure  of  tlie  Letter  Carriers. 

In  order  to  prevent  the  additional  trouble  vihich  is  sometimes  caused  by  letters  being  directed  to  a 
Post-Office,  although  for  persons  residing  within  a  free  delivery  from  such  office,  but  who  have  no 
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private  box,  a  Postmaster  is  authorised,  when  sucli  letters  arrive  by  a  mail  for  which  there  is  a  delivery 
from  house  to  house,  to  refuse  to  deliver  tiiem  at  the  window,  and  to  send  them  out  by  the  Letter 
Carriers,  except  such  as  are  addressed  to  the  military  in  barracks. 

Any  person  can  have  a  private  box  who  is  willing  to  pay  the  appointed  fee.  Where  this  fee  goes  to 
the  Revenue,  it  is  generally  fixed  at  one  guinea  per  annum,  to  be  paid  in  advance,  and  for  a  period  of 
not  less  than  a  year;  and  where  it  goes  to  the  Postmaster,  he  may  demand  the  same  terms,  tiiough 
he  may,  at  his  option,  take  less.  The  same  also,  in  most  cases,  are  the  terms  for  a  private  bag, 
except  that  in  addition  there  is  the  cost  of  the  bag  itself,  and  a  charge  for  conveyance,  the  maximum 
of  the  latter  being  half  a  guinea  per  annum  if  by  a  foot  messenger,  and  two  guineas  if  by  a  mounted 
one.  As  the  service  of  a  private  bag,  however,  may  possibly  delay  the  despatch  of  the  general  bag, 
none  are  allowed  without  the  permission  of  the  Surveyor. 

MISCELLANEOUS  RULES,  &c. 

Articles  which  may  not  be  sent  by  Post.— Letters  or  Packets  cannot  be  forwarded,  conveyed, 
or  delivered  by  the  Post-Office,  containing  any  of  the  following  enclosures,  viz : — any  Glass  or  Glass 
Bottle,  any  Razor,  Scissors,  Knife,  Fork,  or  other  sharp  or  pointed  instrument ;  any  Leeches,  Game, 
Pish,  Flesh,  Fruit,  Vegetables,  or  other  perishable  substance  ;  any  Bladder,  or  other  vessel,  containing 
liquid ;  or  any  article,  matter,  or  thing  whatsoever,  which  might,  by  pressure  or  otherwise,  be  ren- 
dered injurious  to  the  officers  of  the  Post-Office,  or  to  the  contents  of  the  mail  bags  ;  and  the  Act  3 
and  4  Vict.,  c.  96,  expressly  directs  that  no  letter  shall  be  sent  by  post  containing  any  explosive  or 

OTHER  DANGKIiOUS  MATERIAL  OR  SUBSTANCE. 

Every  Postmaster  is  required  to  have  a  notice  conspicuously  placarded,  giving  information  respect- 
ing the  hours  of  attendance,  the  despatch  and  delivery  of  letters,  &c. 

During  the  time  the  office  is  open  on  Sunday  the  public  are  allowed  to  prepay  foreign  or  colonial 
letters,  to  purchase  postage  stamps,  and  to  have  letters  registered ;  and  all  other  duties  are  performed 
as  usual,  except  the  Issue  and  payment  of  Money  Orders,  which  on  that  day  are  wholly  suspended. 

No  Postmaster  is  bound  to  give  change,  or  is  authorised  to  demand  change  ;  and  when  money  is 
paid  at  the  Post-Office,  whether  as  change  or  otherwise,  no  question  as  to  its  right  amount,  goodness, 
or  weight  can  be  entertained  after  it  I  a3  been  removed  from  the  counter. 

Except  as  regnrds  foreign  and  colonial  letters  about  to  be  prepaid  in  money,  a  Postmaster  is  NOT 
BOUND  TO  WEIGH  ANY  LETTERS  Or  Other  packets  for  the  public,  though  he  may  do  so  if  his  duty  be 
not  thereby  impeded. 

Facility  would  be  given  to  the  Post-Office  in  the  discharge  of  its  daily  duties,  and  consequently  benefit 
to  tlie  public,  by  a  more  careful  and  general  attention  to  tiie  following  points : — 

To  post  ail  letters  and  newspapers  as  early  as  practicable. 

To  make  the  address  legible  and  complete,  giving  the  name  of  the  post  town  as  well  as  the  sub-office 
if  it  should  iiappen  to  be  directed  to  one  ;  and  if  there  be  more  than  one  post  town  in  the  kingdom  of 
that  name  (but  not  otiierwise),  adding  tiiat  of  the  COUNTY.  Letters  posted  in  one  part  of  the  United 
Kingdom  and  intended  for  another  part  (as,  for  example,  letters  posted  in  England  and  intended  for 
Scotland)  should  have  the  name  of  the  country  to  which  they  are  sent  added  to  the  other  part  of  the 
address.  The  number  of  the  house,  too,  if  in  a  street,  is  a  great  assistance.  It  must  not  be  supposed 
that  because  a  letter  will  eventually  reach  its  destination  without  a  number,  the  omission  is  not  a 
cause  of  hesitation  and  delay  in  the  process  of  sorting  for  delivery  ;  and  when  such  small  delays  occur 
again  and  again  they  tend  greatly  to  retard  the  general  distribution.  In  the  case  of  letters  for  places 
abroad,  the  name  of  the  country  as  well  as  the  town  or  city  should  be  given.  Attention  to  this  latter 
precaution  will  often  assist  in  decipliering  the  name  of  the  town  or  city,  and  will  prevent  the  letter 
from  being  mis-sent  when  there  are  towns  of  the  same  name  in  different  countries. 

Everv  letter,  newspaper,  or  other  packet  sent  by  post  should  be  securely  folded  and  sealed.  It 
should  be  remembered  that  every  such  packet  has  to  be  several  times  handled,  and  that  even  when  in  the 
mail  bag  it  is  exposed  to  pressure  and  friction.  Unless,  therefore,  the  article  be  light  and  pliant  it 
should  be  enclosed  in  strong  paper,  linen,  parchment,  or  some  other  material  which  will  not  readily 
tear  or  brtak.  Owing  to  neglect  of  these  pi-ecautions  many  postal  packets  burst  open,  causing  much 
trouble  to  the  department  and  risk  to  the  owners,  it  being  sometimes  impossible  to  determine  to  what 
packet  a  particular  article  belongs. 

To  prevent  newspapers  from  slipping  out  of  their  covers,  care  should  be  taken  to  fasten  the  covers 
firmly.  When  for  additional  security  the  address  is  written  on  the  newspaper  itself,  such  address 
must,  in  case  of  retransmission,  be  cut  oft";  otherwise  the  newspaper  will  become  subject  to  letter 
postage.  It  is  not  sufficient  that  the  old  address  be  obliterated,  as  the  rules  forbid  writing  or  marks 
of  any  kind  in  addition  to  the  true  address. 

When  money  or  any  other  article  of  value  is  to  be  transmitted  through  the  Post,  it  should  be  sent 
either  by  means  of  a  Money  Order  or  in  a  registered  letter.  Any  person  who  sends  money  or  jewellery 
in  an  unregistered  letter  runs  a  risk  of  losing  it. 

The  Postmaster-General,  anxious  to  promote  rapidity  and  correctness  in  the  delivery  of  letters,  has, 
for  postal  purposes,  divided  London  and  its  environs  into  Ten  Districts,  each  to  be  treated,  in  many 
respects,  as  a  separate  town ;  and,  to  render  this  arrangement  effectual,  he  earnestly  requests  that 
every  means  may  be  taken  by  the  public  for  causing  letters  to  be  dii'ected  according  to  the  district 
Jor  which  they  are  intended.    The  initials  of  the  district,  as  shewn  in  the  following  list,  will  suffice  ; 
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and  in  the  direction  of  a  letter  these  initials  should  be  legibly  written  in  a  separate  line,  and  should 
in  all  cases  end  the  address,  thus  (the  Western  Central  district  being  taken  as  an  example)  : —

If  the  initial  letters  be  thus  regularly  appended,  the  Post-Office  department  will  be  materially  aided 
n  its  endeavours  to  insure  a  rapid  and  correct  delivery,  and  the  public  will  derive  a  corresponding 
advantage.

To  enable  persons  in  the  country  to  follow  this  plan,  a  book  containing-  the  names  of  the  principal 
streets,  &o.,  in  London  and  its  environs,  with  the  districts  marked  in  which  they  are  situated,  may  be 
had  from  any  Postmaster. 

UNDELIVERED  LETTERS,  &C. 

When  any  letters,  &c.,  remain  undelivered,  owing  to  the  residences  of  the  persons  to  whom  they  are 
addressed  not  being  known,  a  list  of  the  addresses  is  affixed  in  the  window  of  the  Post-Office  to  which 
they  may  have  been  sent,  during  the  time  (one  week)  they  are  allowed  to  remain  there. 

When  the  reason  for  the  non-delivery  of  a  letter,  &c.,  is  "  Refused  "  or  "  Deceased,"  the  letter,  &c., 
is  sent  to  the  Returned  Letter  Office  on  the  following  Monday,  and  when  the  reason  is  "Not  called 
for"  (when  addressed  to  a  Post-Office),  the  letter,  &c.,  is  retained  by  the  Postmaster  one  calendar 
month  before  being  sent  to  the  Returned  Letter  Office;  except  in  the  case  of  letters  at  seaports,  ad- 
dressed to  persons  on  board  ships  expected  to  arrive  at  such  ports,  where  the  letters  are  kept  three 
calendar  months. 

Every  letter,  &c.,  which  is  opened  at  the  Returned  Letter  Office  and  found  to  contain  the  address 
of  the  sender,  is  sent  back  to  him ;  but  such  as  do  not  contain  the  sender's  address  are  destroyed,  ex- 
cept those  which  contain  money  or  other  articles  of  value. 

ILLEGAL  CONVEYANCE  OF  LETTERS— PENALTIES  AND  EXCEPTIONS. 

By  the  1st  Victoria,  cap.  36,  sec.  2,  any  person  illegally  conveying  letters  incurs  a  penalty  of  £5 
for  every  offence,  and  £100  for  every  week  the  practice  is  continued.  The  sender  also  incurs  a  penalty 
of  £5  for  every  offence,  with  full  costs  of  suit. 

The  following  are  the  exceptions  from  the  exclusive  privilege  of  the  Post  Office,  in  the  conveyance 
of  Letters : — 

1.  Letters  sent  by  a  private  friend,  so  as  such  letters  be  delivered  by  such  friend  to  the  piirty 

to  whom  they  shall  be  directed.  ^ 

2.  Letters  sent  by  a  messenger  on  purpose,  concerning  the  private  affairs  of  the  sender  or  re- 

ceiver thereof;  commissions  or  returns  thereof,  and  affidavits  and  writs,  process  or  pro- 
ceedings or  returns  thereof,  issuing  out  of  a  Court  of  Justice. 

3.  Letters  sent  out  of  the  United  Kingdom  by  a  private  vessel  (not  being  a  packet  boat). 

4.  Letters  of  merchants,  owners  of  vessels  of  merchandise,  or  the  cargo  or  loading  therein, 

sent  by  such  vessels  of  merchandise,  or  bj-  any  person  employed  by  sucli  owners  for  the 
carriage  of  sixch  letters,  according  to  their  respective  directions,  and  delivered  to  the 
respective  persons  to  whom  they  shall  be  dii-ected,  witiiout  paying  or  receiving  rew^ai'd  or 
profit  for  the  same  in  anywise. 

5.  Letters  concerning  goods  or  merchandise  sent  by  common  carriers,  to  be  delivered  with  the 

goods  which  such  letters  concern,  without  payment  for  receiving  or  delivering  such  letters. 
But  the  following  persons  are  expressly  forbidden  to  carry  a  lette*^  or  to  receive  or  deliver  a 
letter,  even  though  they  shall  not  receive  payment  for  the  same : — 

a.  Common  known  carriers,  their  servants  or  agents,  except  a  letter  concerning  goods  in  their 
carts  or  waggons,  or  on  their  pack  horses ;  and  owners,  drivers,  or  guards  of  stage 
coaches. 
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b.  Owners,  masters  or  commanders  of  ships,  vessels,   steamboats,  or  boats  called  or  beinf 

passage  or  packet  boats,  sailing  or  passing  coastwise,  or  otherwise,  between  places  wiihiS 
Great  Britain  or  Ireland,  or  between  ports  within  her  Majesty's  dominions  or  territories 
out  of  the  United  Kingdom,  or  their  servants  or  agents,  except  in  respect  of  letters  of  mer- 
chants, owners  of  ships,  or  goods  on  board. 

c.  Passengers  or  other  persons  on  board  any  such  ships,  vessels,  steamboat,  or  passage  boats. 

d.  The  sailors  or  others  on  board  a  ship  or  boat  passing  on  a  river  or  navigable  caual  within 

the  United  Kingdom  or  other  her  Majesty's  dominions. 


MONEY  OEDEES. 

The  public  are  recommended,  when  applying  for  Money  Orders,  to  use  printed  "  Requisition  Forms," 
which  save  time,  and  afford  greater  security,  than  verbal  messages,  against  mistakes.  These  forms 
ai-e  sold  by  Postmasters  at  the  rate  of  ten  for  one  penny,  or  of  five  or  any  smaller  number  for  a  half- 
penny. 

The  commission  on  a  Money  Order  not  exceeding  £2  is  threepence,  and  on  one  above  £2  it  is  six- 
pence; no  order  being  granted  for  more  than  £5. 

No  order  is  allowed  to  contain  a  fractional  part  of  a  penny. 

"With  the  subjoined  exceptions,  no  Money  Order  can  be  issued  unless  the  applicant  furnish,  in  full, 
the  surname  and  one  Christian  name,  both  of  the  remitter  (the  person  who  sends  the  order)  and  the 
payee  (the  person  to  whom  the  money  is  to  be  paid),  together  witii  the  remitter's  address;  and  if  the 
name  of  either  party  be  tendered  at  greater  length,  it  miist  be  received  and  advised  accordingly: — 

1.  If  the  particidMrs  be  furnished  in  writing  (whether  by  filling  up  the  blanks  in  the  printed 

form  or  wholly  in  manuscript),  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  give  the  Christian  name  in 
fnll ;  it  will  be  sufficient  if  the  first  letter  be  given. 

2.  If  the  remitter  or  payee  be  a  peer  or  a  bishop,  his  ordinary  title  is  sufficient;  and  if  a  firm, 

the  usual  designation  of  such  firm  will  suffice,  except  a  company  trading  under  a  title 
which  does  not  consist  of  the  names  of  the  persons  composing  it,  as  the  "  Carron  Company," 
to  which  kind  of  company  the  above  privilege  does  not  extend. 

3.  When  the  remitter  notifies  in  writing  that  the  order  is  to  be  paid  through  a  bank,  it  is  left 

to  his  option  to  give  or  withhold  the  name  of  the  payee. 

When  application  is  made  for  a  Money  Order  payable  in  London,  or  any  other  town  where  there  is 
a  plurahty  of  Money  Order  Offices,  the  remitter  should  say  at  which  of  such  offices  he  wishes  it  to  be 
paid,  otherwise  the  order  can  be  paid  at  the  Ciiief  Office  alone.  It  is  not,  however,  incumbent  on  a 
Postmaster  to  supply  such  information  relative  to  local  or  provincial  offices. 

An  order  once  issued  cannot  be  cancelled;  and  should  repayment  or  transfer  to  a  different  office  or 
alteration  of  name  be  required,  the  remitter  must  apply  to  the  Metropolitau  Office,  according  to  tlie 
direction  given  below. 

AVhen  an  order  is  presented  for  payment  (othenvise  than  through  a  bank),  the  Postmaster  has  first 
to  see  that  the  signature  of  the  payee  be  as  full  as  the  name  given  in  the  advice,  and  be  not  in  any 
way  inconsistent  therewith.  He  has  then  to  call  on  the  applicant  to  give  the  name  of  tlie  remitter, 
and  if  the  reply  be  correct,  the  order  will  be  paid,  unless  the  Postmaster  have  good  reason  for  believino- 
that  the  applicant  for  payment  is  neither  the  rightful  claimant  nor  deputed  by  him.  When  an  orde'r 
is  paid  through  a  bank,  it  is  sufficient  that  it  be  receipted  (without  regai'd  to  any  discrepancy  between 
the  signature  and  the  name  in  the  advice,  or  to  whetiier  the  receipt  is  given  by  the  payee  himself  or 
by  another  person),  and  that  it  be  presented  (crossed  with  the  name  of  the  receiving  bank)  by  some 
person  known  to  be  in  the  employment  of  the  bank. 

The  holder  of  a  Money  Order  is  always  at  liberty  to  direct,  by  crossing  it,  that  the  order  be  paid 
through  a  bank,  even  tliough  its  payment  was  not  originally  so  restricted;  and  when  the  order  is  thus 
crossed,  the  question  put  on  the  presentation  of  an  ordinary  Money  Order  is  dispensed  with. 

Money  Orilers  do  not  require  a  receipt  stamp. 

Payment  of  an  order  must  be  obtained  before  the  end  of  the  second  calendar  month  after  that  in 
which  it  was  issued  (for  instance,  if  issued  in  January  it  must  be  paid  before  the  end  of  March), 
otherwise  the  order  becomes  lapsed,  and  a  new  order  will  be  necessary,  for  which  a  second  com- 
mission will  be  charged.  Any  person  presenting  a  lapsed  order  will  be  furnished  with  a  copy  of 
a  printed  notice  headed,  "  Lapsed  Money  Orders,"  containing  directions  how  to  proceed.  If  the 
order  be  not  paid  before  the  end  of  the  twelfth  calendar  month  after  that  in  which  it  was  issued  (for 
instance,  if  issued  in  January  and  not  paid  before  the  end  of  next  January),  all  claim  to  the  money 
will  be  lost. 

No  application  can  be  entertained  for  compensation  for  alleged  injury  from  the  non-payment  of  a 
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Money  Order  at  the  expected  time ;  and  after  once  paying  a  Money  Order,  by  wiionisoever  presented, 
the  office  is  not  liable  to  any  other  claim. 

Under  no  circumstances  can  payment  of  an  order  be  demanded  on  the  day  of  issue;  and  as 
respects  orders  granted  at  minor  offices,  time  must  be  allowed  for  the  advice  to  pass  through  the 
Metropolitan  Office. 

In  case  of  the  miscarriage  or  loss  of  a  Money  Order,  a  duplicate  is  granted  on  a  written  application 
(with  the  necessary  particulars)  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Aloney  Order  Office  of  tlie  kingxlom  where 
the  original  order  was  issued ;  and  by  a  similar  application  to  the  same  officer,  who  (except  as  regards 
a  temporary  power  to  stop  payment)  can  alone  act  in  such  cases,  authority  can  be  obtained  to  transfer 
the  payment  of  an  order  from  one  office  to  another,  or  to  stop  pajTnent,  or  to  correct  any  error  in  the 
name  of  the  remitter  or  payee,  or  to  repay  the  money  to  the  remitter.  Every  such  application,  how- 
ever, must  contain,  in  postage  stamps,  a  second  commission  (namely,  threepence  for  an  order  not 
fixceeding  £2,  and  sixpence  for  an  order  above  that  sum),  though  one  commission  will  suffice  even 
when,  in  the  same  application,  more  things  than  one,  relating  to  the  same  order,  are  asked  for ;  as 
both  the  stoppage  of  payment  and  repayment  to  the  remitter.  Unless  a  sufficient  reason  be  given  for 
an  exception,  the  application  must  be  either  from  the  remitter  or  payee.  "Whenever,  on  complaint 
being  made,  it  is  found  that  the  necessity  for  an  application  entailing  the  payment  of  a  fresh  com- 
mission is  attributable  to  the  Post-Office,  the  stamps  transmitted  in  payment  of  the  commission  will 
be  returned ;  and  when  it  can  be  ascertained  where  the  blame  lies,  the  officer  in  fault  will  be  required 
to  pay  the  additional  commission. 

A  Postmaster  is  required  to  give  information  how  to  apply  for  a  duplicate  order,  &c.,  and  must 
fiirnish  the  applicant  with  the  prescribed  form  of  application.  Moreover,  if  payment  of  an  order  is 
refvxscd  in  consequence  of  the  replies  to  the  questions  respecting  the  remitter  not  corresponding  with 
the  entries  in  the  ad%-ice,  or  of  a  difference  in  the  name  in  the  receipt,  the  Postmaster  should  advise 
the  applicant  for  pajnnent  to  communicate  with  the  remitter,  and  request  him  to  apply  to  the  Comp- 
troller of  the  Metropolitan  Money  Order  Office  of  the  kingdom  in  which  the  order  was  issued,  enclosing 
in  his  application  the  additional  commission  (in  postage  stamps)  chargeable  for  the  alterations 
required. 

No  Letter  Carrier  or  other  servant  of  the  Post-Office  is  bound  to  procure  a  Money  Order  for  any 
person,  nor  to  obtain  payment  for  one  ;  but  such  services  are  not  forbidden. 

No  Money  Order  business  must  be  transacted  on  the  Sunday ;  but  for  the  convenience  of  the 
laboi;ring  classes,  the  office  must  be  kept  open  on  the  Saturday  night  till  eight  o'clock  (or  as  near  that 
hour  as  the  despatch  of  the  Mail  will  allow),  except  where  the  Surveyor  shall  consider  such  arrange- 
ment unnecessary. 

Money  Orders  are  issued  and  paid  at  the  Chief  Offices  in  London,  Dublin,  and  Edinburgh,  daily, 
between  the  hours  of  10  a.m.  and  4  p.m.  A  list  of  offices  follow  which  receive  and  pay  Money 
Orders,  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  found  useful. 

The  agents  of  the  Post-Office  in  Malta  and  Gibraltar  are  authorised  to  issue  Money  Orders  on  the 
several  Money  Order  Offices  in  the  United  Kingdom,  which  orders  the  Postmasters  in  this  country 
are  required  to  pay ;  but  no  orders  can  be  drawn  upon  the  above-mentioned  places.

FOREIGN  AND  COLONIAL  LETTERS  AND  NEWSPAPERS. 

GENERAL  REGULATIONS. 

Letters  being  now  cliarged  by  weight  in  this  country,  as  well  as  abroad,  the  British  scale  of  pro- 
gression is  as  follows : — 

Not  exceeding  J  oz.,  one  Rate. 
Do.        do.       1  oz.,  two  Rates. 
And  two  Rates  for  every  succeeding  oz. 
The  French  and  Belgian  scale  of  progression  is  as  follows : — 
Under  |  oz.,  one  Rate. 
Weighing  ^  oz.,  vinder  ^  oz.,  two  Rates. 
And  one  Rate  for  every  succeeding  ^  oz. 
Letters  for  France  and  passing  tlu-ougli  France  are  charged  a  combined  rate  for  every  quarter  of 
an  ounce,  except  such  as  are  to  be  conveyed  further  by  British  packets,  when  they  are  charged  the 
French  rate  for  every  |  oz.  and  the  British  every  ^  oz.,  according  to  the  above  scale.     The  subjoined 
table  of  Rates  of  Postage  (page  259)  will  give  all  the  information  necessary  for  general  correspondence ; 
and  the  table  which  precedes  it,  of  the  Despatches,  can  be  easily  adapted  to  any  part  of  Scotland  by 
referring  to  the  Mail  Routes,  page  234. 

PREPAYMENT. 
Except  as  regards  books  (which  must  always  be  pr.^paid  in  stamps)  and  registered  letters,  pre- 
payment outwards  (that  is,  from  this  country  to  places  abroad)  maybe  made  either  in  money  or  British 
postage  stamps,  but  British  postage  stamps  are  not  allowed  to  prepay  letters  Inwards,  the  only  ad- 
mitted evidence  of  prepayment  being  the  mark  agreed  upon  with  the  particular  foreign  country  or 
colony ;  except  that  naval  officeis  and  seamen  serving  abroad  may  prepay  such  of  their  letters  as 
are  conve.yed  in  their  ship's  bag,  with  English  postage  stamps.  When  prepayment  is  optional^  any 
outward  letter  (that  is,  a  letter  posted  within  the  United  Kingdom,  and  addressed  to  some  place  out 
of  it)  posted  with  an  insufficient  mimber  of  stamps  is  charged  with  the  deficient  postage  in  addition ; 
unless  the  letter  have  to  go  to  Belgium,  or  to  a  country  through  France,  Holland,  or  the  United 
States,  in  which  case  it  is  treated  as  wholly  unpaid,  the  postal  conventions  with  the  latter  coimtries 
not  allowing  the  recognition  of  partial  prepayment.  Whin  prepayment,  however,  is  compulsory^  a 
letter  or  aught  else,  posted  with  an  insufficient  number  of  stamps,  or  without  being  prepaid,  is  sent 
(by  the  first  post)  to  the  Returned  Letter  Branch  of  the  Circulation  Office.  Unpaid  letters  addi-essed 
to  or  received  from  places  in  Turkey,  Egypt,  and  Syria,  at  which  France  maintains  Post-Offices,  will 
be  charged  a  rate  of  9c/.  per  \  oz.  upon  delivery,  instead  of  6 J.,  the  prepaid  rate. 

ROUTES. 

When  the  route  by  which  a  letter,  &c  ,  is  to  go  is  not  marked  on  it,  it  will,  under  ordinary  circum- 
stances, be  sent  by  the  route  immediately  following  the  name  of  the  place  in  the  list.  Tlius,  a  letter 
or  newspaper  directed  to  India,  with  no  route  marked  on  it,  will  be  sent  via  Marseilles,  and  charged 
the  higher  postage  attendant  thereon. 

DISTANCE  TO  WHICH  THE  POSTAGE  CARRIES  THE  LETTER,  &c. 

The  letter  D  prefixed  to  any  division  of  the  list  (as  tliat  of  letters  or  newspapers)  shews  that  the 
postage  there  entered  curries  the  lettei-,  &c.,  fi-om  the  place  where  it  is  posted  in  the  United  Kingdom 
to  its  place  of  destination.  In  all  other  cases  the  postage  carries  it  only  part  of  the  way.  The  word 
'■  Free,"  as  applied  in  certain  cases  to  newspapers,  &c.,  simply  means  that  no  charge  is  made  upon 
them  in  this  country. 

REGISTRATION  OF  LETTERS. 

By  the  prepajonent  of  the  usual  British  registration  fee  of  6(i.,  letters  can  be  registered  between 
this  comitry  and  the  British  West  Indies,  United  States,  Malta,  Gibraltar,  and  Ceylon ;  and  by  the 
prepayment  of  the  British  registration  fee  and  the  additional  prepayment  of  a  Foieign  registration 
fee,  letters  can  be  registered  between  this  country  and  France,  and  those  countries  tlirougk  France 
to  which  the  postage  can  he  paid  to  destination^  to  Prussia,  and  to  countries  through  Prussia. 
Moreover,  by  the  prepayment  of  the  British  registration  fees,  letters  can  be  registered  between  this 
country  and  Belgium  and  Holland,  and  countries  through  Belgium  and  Holland.  Again,  by  the 
prepayment  of  the  British  registration  fee,  a  letter  addressed  to  any  other  place  can  be  registered  to 
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tlie  port  of  despatch,  and  entered  separately  in  the  Letter  Bill ;  it  being  in  these  cases  left  to  the  postal 
authorities  of  the  Colony  or  Foreign  Country  to  carry  on  the  registration,  or  not,  as  they  may  choose. 
The  British  and  Foreign  registration  fee  on  a  letter  to  France,  or  to  a  country  through  France,  is 
exactly  as  much  again  as  the  postage,  both  British  and  Foreign^  whatever  that  may  amount  to. 
Thus,  the  joint  British  and  Foreign  postage  on  a  letter  to  France  weighing  not  more  than  \  oz.  being 
4(i.,  the  reo'istration  fee  on  such  a  letter  would  also  be  4c?.,  and  if  the  postage  amount  to  8^.,  the 
fee  is  8J.  also. 

The  Foreign  registration  fee  on  a  letter  to  or  through  Prussia  (except  to  Russia)  is  3J.,  without 
regard  to  weight;  making  a  total  fee,  British  and  Prussian,  of  9f/.,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary 
postage.  The  fee  on  a  registered  letter  to  Russia,  vicb  Pi'ussia,  is  greater  by  a  sum  equal  to  the  Rus- 
sian postage,  which,  on  aletter  not  exceeding  ^  oz.,  is  3|-df.  The  whole  charge  for  a  registered  letter 
to  Russia,  via  Prussia,  or,  as  marked  in  the  table,  vid  Belgium  (which  latter  country  the  letter  first 
passes  through),  is  entered  in  the  table. 

LETTERS  BY  PRIVATE  SHIPS. 

To  most  of  the  places  entered  in  the  List  of  Foreign  Postage,  letters  may,  if  so  marked,  be  sent  by 
Private  Ship,  even  when  there  is  no  entry  to  that  etiect  in  the  Table.  Letters  may  be  sent  by  Private 
Ship,  also,  to  many  other  places,  the  Table  of  Colonial  and  Foreign  Postage  being  chiefly  limited  to 
tliose  with  which  there  is  postal  commtmication  by  regular  Packets.  To  insure  any  letter,  &c.,  being- 
sent  by  Private  Ship,  the  words  "  By  Private  Sliip,"  or  "  By  Ship,"  should  be  distinctly  written  above 
the  address.  Except  where  otherwise  specified  in  the  Table,  tiie  postage  on  a  letter  by  a  Private  Ship 
is  eight  times  the  Inland  prepaid  rate  ;  consequently,  on  a  letter  not  exceeding  |-  oz.  it  is  8d.,  which 
postage  must  be  prepaid. — Newspapers  by  Private  Ships  {^except  tliose  for  Bremen^  Havihurg, 
Lubeck,  Oldenburgh,  and  Prussia^  which  are  sent  free')  are  charged  Id.  each. 

LETTERS  FOR  WARM  CLIMATES  NOT  TO  BE  SEALED  WITH  WAX. 

The  practice  of  sealing  letters  passing  to  and  from  the  East  and  West  Indies^  and  other  warm 
climates,  with  wax  (except  such  as  is  specially  prepared),  is  attended  with  much  inconvenience,  and 
frequently  with  serious  injmy  to  the  letters,  in  consequence  of  the  melting  of  the  wax  and  adhesion  of 
the  letters  to  each  other. 

In  the  case  of  Mails  received  from  India,  considerable  delay  is  occasioned  ;  and,  noiwithstanding 
the  greatest  care  is  taken  in  separating  the  letters  which,  owing  to  the  cause  already  mentioned,  ad- 
here closely  together,  many  are  much  damaged  and  torn.  The  public  are,  thereibre,  recommended  in 
all  cases  to  use  wafers  in  preference  to  wax  in  securing  their  letters  sent  to  India,  or  other  warm 
climates,  and  also  to  advise  their  correspondents  in  those  countries  to  pursue  the  same  course. 

;  NEWSPAPERS  GOING  ABROAD. 

Newspapers  sent  abroad  are  liable  to  the  same  regulations  as  newspapers  passing  (under  the  news- 
paper privilege)  between  diflerent  parts  of  the  United  Kingdom,  except  that  the  name  of  the  news- 
paper must  have  been  registered  atthe  General  Post-Office  ;  and  that,  instead  of  requiring  to  have  an 
impressed  stamp,  each  newspaper,  if  sent  to  a  British  Colony,  is  liable  to  a  postage  of  Id.  (which  must 
be  prepaid  by  a  postage  label  or  in  money),  together  with  an  additional  postage  (as  she-mi  in  the 
Table  of  Colonial  and  Foreign  Postage)  when  the  newspaper  has  to  pass  through  a  foreign  countiy. 
In  the  same  Table  will  be  found  the  postage  of  newspapers  sent  to  foreign  countries.  In  all  cases  of 
newspapers  going  abroad  the  impressed  stamp  stands  for  nothing. 

COLONIAL  BOOK  POST. 

The  regtilations  of  the  Colonial  Book  Post  are  similar  to  those  for  the  Inland  Book  Post,  and  are 
as  follows : — 

1.  The  postage  must  be  prepaid  in  full,  by  means  of  postage  stamps  afiixed  outside  the  packet 

or  Its  cover. 

2.  Every  packet  must  be  sent  either  without  a  cover,  or  in  a  cover  open  at  the  ends  or  sides. 

3.  The  packet  may  contain  any  number  of  separate  books  or  other  publications,  prints,  or 

maps,  and  any  quantity  of  paper,  parchment,  or  vellum  (to  the  exclusion,  however,  of 
letters,  whether  sealed  or  open)  ;  and  the  books  or  other  publications,  prints,  maps,  &c., 
may  be  either  printed,  written,  or  plain,  or  any  mixture  of  the  three.  Further,  all  legiti- 
mate binding,  mounting,  or  covering  of  a  book,  publication,  &c.,  or  of  a  portion  thereof, 
■  will  be  allowed,  Avhether  such  binding,  &c.,  be  loose  or  attached  ;  as  also  rollers  in  the 
case  of  prints  or  maps,  markers  (whether  of  paper  or  otherwise)  in  tiie  case  of  books ;  and, 
in  short,  whatever  is  necessary  for  the  safe  transmission  of  literary  or  artistic  matter,  or 
usually  appertains  thereto. 
i.  The  packet  must  not  contain  any  letter,  closed  or  open,  or  any  enclosure,  sealed  or  otherwise 
closed  against  inspection,  nor  miist  there  be  any  letter,  or  any  communication  of  tiie  nature 
of  a  letter,  written  or  printed,  in  any  such  packet,  or  on  its  cover.  Entries,  however, 
merely  stating  who  sends  the  book,  &c.,  or  to  whom  it  is  given,  are  not  regarded  as  a 
letter. 

5.  No  book-packet  can  be  received  if  it  exceeds  two  feet  in  length,  width,  or  depth. 

6.  Any  packet  which  shall  not  be  open  at  the  ends  or  sides,  or  shall  have  any  letter,  or  any 
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communication  of  the  nature  of  a  letter,  written  or  printed  in  it,  or  upon  its  cover,  will  be 
cliarged  with  letter  postage. 

7.  If  a  packet  be  found  to  contain  any  letter,  whether  closed  or  open,  or  any  enclosxire,  sealed 

or  otherwise  closed  against  inspection,  or  any  other  unauthorised  enclosure,  the  letter  or 
enclosure  will  be  taken  out  and  forwarded  to  the  address  on  the  packet,  charged  with  full 
postage  as  an  vmpaid  letter,  together  with  an  additional  book-rate ;  that  is,  with  the 
postage  chargeable  on  a  book  weighing  not  more  than  half  a  pound.  The  remainder  of 
the  packet,  if  duly  prepaid  with  stamps,  will  then  be  forwarded  to  its  address. 

8.  If  a  packet  be  not  sufficiently  prepaid  with  stamps,  but  nevertheless  bear  stamps  equal  to  a 

single  book-rate,  it  will  be  forwarded  charged  with  the  deficient  book-postage,  together 
with  an  additional  book- rate  ;  but  any  packet  which  shall  not  bear  postage  stamps  equal 
to  a  single  book-rate  will  be  charged  witli  the  letter-postage. 

9.  No  book-packet  weighing  more  than  three  pounds  can  be  seat  to  the  East  Indies  or  to  New 

South  Wales. 

10.  The  Colonial  book-post  extends  to  those  Colonies  only  which  are  so  marked  in  the  Table  of

LETTERS  FOR  NON-COMMISSIONED  OFFICERS,  SOLDIERS,  AND  SEAMEN  IN  HER 

MAJESTY'S  SERVICE. 
Subject  to  the  sirbjoined  regulations,  non-commissioned  officers,  private  soldiers,  or  seamen,  whether 
ser\dng  on  board  her  Majesty  s  Ships  or  Transports,  on  sea  or  land  (in  Foreign  Parts),  as  also  enrolled 
pensioners  in  Canada,  can  send  and  receive  letters  by  direct  Packet,  Vessel  of  War,  or  Transport,  for 
a  postage  of  Id. 

1.  The  person  claiming  the  privilege  must  at  the  time  be  actually  employed  in  the  service  of 

her  Majesty,  or  of  the  East  India  Company,  and  must  not  be  either  a  commissioned  or 
warrant  officer,  midshipman,  or  master's  mate,  the  privilege  not  extending  to  these 
officers. 

2.  If  the  Letter  be  posted  within  the  United  Kingdom,  the  penny  must  be  prepaid,  as  must 

any  foreign  postage  that  may  be  chargeable ;  and  if  sent  by  a  private  ship,  the  gratuity 
of  one  penny  or  twopence,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  the  captain,  must  also  be  prepaid.  Jf 
posted  abroad,  prepayment  is  not  compulsory,  but  if  the  letter  be  sent  unpaid,  it  is  on  de- 
livery charged  twopence,  together  witli  any  foreign  postage  or  gratuity  to  a  sea  captain 
that  may  be  due. 

3.  The  Letter  must  not  weigh  more  than  half  an  ounce. 

4.  It  must  relate  entirely  to  the  private  concerns  of  the  soldier  or  seaman. 

5.  The  name  of  the  soldier  or  seaman,  with  his  class  or  description,  must  appear  in  the  direc- 

tion, and  the  officer  having  the  command  must  sign  iiis  name,  and  specify  the  ship  or 
regiment,  corps,  or  detachment  to  which  the  soldier  or  seaman  belongs ;  the  name  of  the 
ship  or  regiment  being  entered  in  full.  The  foregoing  particulars  must  be  given  in  one  of 
the  following  forms : —

Postage,  this  Alphabetical  List  of  Places  abroad  is  here  inserted  to  assist  the  public  in  ascertaining  the 
proper  postage. 

In  the  first  column  is  placed  the  name  of  the  province,  city,  town,  or  other  place  ;  and  on  the  same 
line  in  the  second  column,  the  name  of  the  country  in  which  it  is  situated,  or  to  which  reference  must 
be  made,  in  the  Table  of  Colonial  and  Foreign  Postage,  to  find  the  proper  postage.  For  instance : — 
Suppose  a  letter  to  be  simply  addressed  to  Genoa.  It  will  be  seen  by  referring  to  the  annexed  list, 
that  Genoa  is  in  Sardinia,  and  then  by  looking  for  Sardinia  in  the  Table  of  Colonial  and  Foreign 
Postage,  the  postage  to  Genoa  will  be  found.

N.B. — The  duties  on  Foreign  Bills,  drawn  out  of 
theUnited  Kingdom,  are  to  be  denoted  by  ad- 
hesive stamps.

The  following  provisions  as  to  what  shall  be 
deemed  a  receipt,  and  the  exemptions  from 
receipt  duty  by  55  Geo.  IIL  c.  184,  are  still  in 
force. 

Any  note,  memorandum,  or  writing  whatever, 
given  upon  the  payment  of  money,  whether 
signed  or  not,  shall  be  a  receipt  if  it  shall 
import  or  signify  that  any  sum  of  money, 
debt,  or  demand,  or  any  part  thereof  amount- 
ing to  £2  or  upwards,  has  been  paid  or  settled ; 
and  like  documents  given  upon  payment  by 
bills,  drafts,  promissory  notes,  or  other  securi- 
ties for  money,  are  also  receipts. 

According  to  decisions  a  simple  acknowledgment 
of  a  sum  of  money  in  loan,  or  of  the  correct- 
ness of  a  debt,  or  of  a  deposit  of  money,  is  not 
liable  to  stamp  duty,  either  as  a  receipt  or 
promissory  note.  The  judges  held  it  essential 
to  render  a  receipt  liable  to  duty  that  some- 
thing formerly  due  had  been  discharged.  On 
this  principle  a  receipt  for  a  sum  of  money  as 
a  donation  to  a  religious  or  charitable  purpose, 
not  being  any  thing  formerly  due,  would  not 
be  liable.  The  Board  of  Inland  Eevenue  have 
intimated  that  they  are  to  regard  such  re- 
ceipts as  exempted. 

Among  the  exemptions  from  receipt  duty  are — 

Receij^ts  written  on  promissory  notes,  hills, 
drafts,  or  orders  for  the  payment  of  money, 
duly  stamped. 

Receipts  loritten  on  any  bond,  mortgage,  or 
other  security,  or  any  conveyance,  deed,  or 
instrument  wliatever,  duly  stamped,  achnow- 
ledging  the  receipt  of  the  consideration  money 
therein  expressed,  or  the  receii^t  of  any  prin- 
;  cipal  money,  interest,  or  annuity  thereby  se- 
cured. 

The  exemption  of  letters  by  the  general  post 
acknowledging  the  safe  arrival  of  any  bills  of 
exchange,  promissory  notes,  or  other  securi- 
ties for  money  is  repealed  by  17  <£•  18  Vict, 
cap.  83,  §  13.

The  inventory-duty  is  paid  on  the  whole  personal 
property  in  Scotland,  and  probate  and  adminis- 
tration duty  on  the  whole  personal  property 
situated  in  England  and  Ireland  without  deduc- 
tion of  debts  ;  but  the  Act5  and  6Vict.  c.  79,  §  23, 
provides  for  a  return  being  given  on  proof  of  the 
constitution  and  payment  of  the  debts  owing  bj' 
the  deceased.  This  repayment  must  be  claimed 
within  three  years ;  but  the  time  will  be  pro- 
longed on  application  to  the  Board  of  Inland 
Revenue.

59,  §  8,  such  additional 
inventory  shall  be  chargeable  only  with  such 
amount  of  stamp  duty  as,  together  with  the 
stamp  duty  charged  upon  the  former  duly 
stamped  inventory  of  the  estate  and  effects  of 
the  same  deceased  person,  shall  make  up  the 
full  amount  of  stamp  duty,  in  respect  of  the 
total  amount  of  all  the  estate  and  effects  of 
the  deceased  specified  in  the  said  additional  and 
any  such  former  inventory.

This  duty  is  payable  for  every  legacy  out  of  the 
personal  or  moveable  estate,  or  out  of  or  charged 
upon  the  real  or  heritable  estate  of  the  deceased, 
or  out  of  any  moneys  to  arise  by  the  sale,  mort- 
gage, or  other  disposition  of  the  deceased's  real 
or  heritable  estate,  or  any  part  thereof:  Also 
for  the  clear  residue  (after  deducting  debts, 
funeral  expenses,  legacies,  and  other  charges 
first  payable  thereout)  of  the  personal  or  move- 
able estate,  whether  the  title  to  sucli  residue 
shall  accrue  by  virtue  of  any  testamentary  dis- 
position, or  upon  a  partial  or  total  intestacy :

Succession  Duty. — The  dvrty  commences  on  the

Brothers  and  sisters  of  a  grandfather  or  grand- 
mother of  the  predecessor  and  theii"  descendants, 
— £6  per  cent. 
Any  other  person, — £10  per  cent. 
The  husband  or  wife  of  the  predecessor  is  not 
chargeable  ^vith  duty  (§  18),  and  if  the  suc- 
cessor's husband  or  wife  shall  be  of  nearer  con- 
sanguinity than  the  successor,  duty  is  payable 
according  to  such  nearer  relationship  (§  11.)

DISCOUNT  ON  THE  PURCHASE  OF  STAMPS. 


Parties  who  may  purchase  stamps  (except  receipt 
stamps,  labels  for  medicines,  newspapers,  and 
postage  stamps)  at  London,  Edinburgh,  or 
Dublin,  under  the  value  of  £10  each,  but  to  the 
value  of  £30  or  upwards  in  the  whole,  are 
allowed  discount  at  the  rate  of  30s.  per  cent.— 
12  and  13  Vict.  c.  80 :  and  any  person  who 

'     purchases  at  the  stamp  offices  of  London,  Edin- 


burgh, or  Dublin,  stamps  for  receipts  to  the 
amount  of  £5  or  upwards,  or  of  any  distributor 
or  sub-distributor  not  within  ten  miles  fi-om 
said  respective  offices,  to  the  amount  of  £1  or 
upwards,  shall  receive  an  allowance  at  the  rate 
of  £7,  10s.  percent.— no  allowance  for  a  fraction 
of  apound.— 13  and  14  Vict.  c.  97,  §18. 
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REGULATIONS  AS  TO  EXCHANGING  SPOILED  STAMPS. 


The  solicitors  office,  No.  5  in  the  Inland  Revenue 
Office,  is  open  for  the  allowance  of  spoiled 
stamps  every  Tuesday  and  Thursday,  from 
twelve  noon  to  2  p.m.  The  distributors  of 
stamps  at  the  following  places  also  receive 
spoiled  stamps  for  allowance  :  Aberdeen,  Ayr, 
BantF,  Cupar-Fife,  Dumfries,  Dundee,  Elgin, 
Glasgow,  Greenock,  Inverness,  and  Perth. 

A  supply  of  forms  of  affidavits  is  kept  by  the 
solicitor  and  the  above  distributors,  and 
claimants  may  attend  at  the  sohcitor's  office,  and 
have  the  affidavits  filled  up  and  taken  ;  or  they 
may  get  copies  of  the  forms,  and  take  the  oath 
before  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,and  afterwards  lodge 
the  affidavits  and  the  stamps  with  any  of  the 
above  officers.  If  the  claim  be  admitted,  a 
ticket  is  issued,  stating  that  application  is  to  be 
made  for  the  new  stamps  after  Thursday  se'en- 
night,  and  within  six  weeks  from  the  date  of  the 
ticket.  If  not  made  within  that  time  the  claim 
will  be  forfeited. 

The  stamps,  if  belonging  to  parties  resident  in 
Edinburgh,  or  within  ten  miles  tliereof,  must  be 
presented  for  allowance  within  six  months  after 
being  signed  in  the  case  of  executed  instruments, 
and  six  months  after  being  spoiled  in  the  case  of 
unexecuted  instruments.  If  beyond  that  dis- 
tance, six  months  in  the  former,  and  twelve 
months  in  the  latter  case. 

Bills  or  notes  delivered  to  payees,  or  negotiated  or 
issued  in  any  way,  and  bills  accepted  or  ten- 
dered for  acceptance,  cannot  be  exchanged, 
unless  a  new  bill  be  produced,  in  all  respects 
the  same,  excepting  the  correction  of  the  error. 


As  to  the  exchange  of  sea  policies  of  insurance, 
see  54  Geo.  III.  cap.  133. 

Unsigned  instruments  are  allowed,  if  inadvertently 
spoiled.  Signed,  if  void  in  law  from  the 
beginning  ;  from  error  or  mistake,  unfit  for  the 
purpose  originally  intended  ;  from  death  or 
refusal  to  sign,  of  any  person  whose  signature 
is  necessary  ;  from  the  want  of  the  signature  of 
some  material  and  necessary  party ;  from  refusal 
to  act  imder,  or  from  non-acceptance — they 
shall  be  unfit  for  or  fail  of  the  purpose  intended  ; 
or  if  the  transaction  be  carried  through  by 
another  instrument  duly  stamped. — See  53  Geo. 
III.  cap.  108.  In  tlie  case  of  transfers  of  stock 
signed  by  the  seller  alone,  and  other  instruments 
if  bj'  one  party,  new  deeds  require  to  be  pro- 
duced to  the  proper  officer  of  stamps,  who,  as  to 
transfers,  is  instructed  to  certify  in  what  parti- 
culars they  differ  from  those  spoiled. 

Stamps  of  a  different  description  may  be  obtained 
for  any  stamp  spoiled  if  it  be  of  the  value  of  £6 
or  upwards.  Application  for  this  purpose  to 
tlie  commissioners  of  Inland  Eevemie  should  be 
lodged  with  the  affidavit.  The  commissioners, 
by  3d  and  4th  AVill.  IV.  cap.  97,  sec.  19,  may, 
if  in  their  discretion  they  think  fit,  refund,  iu 
money,  the  amount  of  spoiled  stamps.  They  are 
also  authorized  to  repay  tiie  amount  of  stamps 
for  which  the  possessor  has  no  immediate  use, 
if  applied  for  within  three  months  after  being 
purchased.  In  both  cases  is  deducted  the  per 
centage  allowed  by  law  on  the  purchase  of 
stamps. 


STAMPING  DEEDS  AFTER  BEING  SIGNED. 


Beyond  Twelve  Months. — The  duty,  or  deficiency 
of  duty,  shall  be  due  and  payable  to  her  Majesty, 
and  also  the  penalty  of  £10.  The  deed  will  only 
be  stamped  on  payment  of  the  whole  or  (as  the 
case  may  be)  the  deficiency  of  the  stamp  duty 
remaining  payable  on  it,  over  and  above  such 
duty,  a  penalty  of  £10 ;  and  if  the  whole 
amount  of  said  duty  or  deficiency  shall  exceed 
£10,  then,  in  addition  to  said  duty  and  penalt}% 
there  shall  be  paid,  by  way  of  additional 
penalty',  interest  on  the  duty  or  deficiencj'  at  the 
rate  of  5  per  cent,  from  the  date  or  first  signing 
of  the  deed  ;  but  such  interest  shall  not  exceed 
the  amount  of  the  said  duty  or  deficiency  of  duty. 

Within  Twelve  Months.- — If  the  deed  shall  be 
brought  to  the  Commissioners  of  Inland  Eeve- 
ime  within  twelve  months  after  the  first  signing 
or  executing,  in  order  to  be  stamped,  it  may  be 
stamped  without  payment  of  the  penalty,  or  on 
payment  onlj'-  of  a  portion  thereof,  provided  it 
shall  be  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Com- 
missioners that  the  deed  was  not  duly  stamped 
previously  to  being  signed,  by  reason  of  acci- 
dent, mistake,  inadvertency,  or  urgent  necessity, 
and  without  any  wilful  design  to  evade  or  delay 
the  payment  of  duty. — 13  and  14  Vict.  c.  97, 
sect.  12. 


Abroad. — If  the  deed  shall  be  executed  by  any 
party  abroad,  it  may  be  stamped  without  any 
penalty,  if  brought  to  be  so  v/ithin  two  calendar 
months  from  the  time  of  being  received  in  the 
kingdom,  upon  proof  of  the  facts  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Commissioners. — 13  and  14  Vict, 
c.  97,  §  13. 

N.B. — Instruments  are  received  at  the  Solicitor's 
Office,  Inland  Revenue,  AYaterloo  Place,  Edin- 
burgh, and  transmitted  to  London  to  be  stamped, 
if  within  sixty  days  of  the  first  date,  on  pay- 
ment of  the  duty  ;  if  beyond  that  date,  on 
payment  of  the  duty  and  penalty.  Parties,  on 
applying,  will  be  furnished  with  a  Schedule,  and 
after  being  filled  up,  it  is  to  be  presented,  along 
with  the  instrument,  at  the  Solicitor's  Office,  No. 
5,  Inland  Revenue,  between  10  and  12  o'clock, 
on  Mondays  and  Wednesdays  only.  The  amount 
of  duty  wished  to  be  impressed  on  the  instrument 
is  to  be  inserted  by  the  applicant  before  being 
presented  at  the  Solicitor's  Office  ;  and  after- 
wards he  pays  it,  and  the  penalt}',  if  any,  to 
the  Cashier,  No.  3,  Lobby.  The  instrument 
will  be  returned  through  the  Warehouse-keeper, 
No.  2,  Lobby,  and  it  must  be  called  for  after 
eight  days,  and  within  twenty-one  days  from 
the  date  of  its  being  lodged. 
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DOUBTS  AS  TO  THE  SUFFICIENCY  OF  STAMPS  MAY  BE  REMOVED. 


The  opinion  of  the  Commissioners  of  Inland 
Eevenue  as  to  the  duty  to  which  a  deed,  whether 
previously  stamped  or  otherwise,  is  chargeable, 
may  be  obtained  on  the  deed  being  presented  at 
their  office  (Edinburgh)  and  a  fee  of  10s.  paid. 
The  duty  or  insufficient  duty  which  the  Com- 
missioners may  assess,  and  the  penalty,  if  any, 
being  paid,  they  shall  stamp  the  deed  with  the 
duty  so  paid,  and  thereupon,  and  also  in  the 
case  of  the  deed  being  previously  sufficiently 
stamped,  shall  also  impress  the  deed  with  a 
particular  stamp  to  be  provided  for  the  purpose. 
The  deed  shall  then  be  received  in  evidence  not- 
withstanding any  objectionto  it  as  insufficiently 
stamped.  The  provision  does  not  apply  to 
bonds  or  mortgages  for  unlimited  amounts,  nor 
instruments  after  being  signed,  prohibited  from 
being  stamped.  The  opinion  of  the  Commis- 
sioners may  be  appealed  against  to  the  Court  of 
Exchequer  at  Westminster,  on  the  stamp  duties 
assessed  being  paid,  and  40s.  for  costs  being 
deposited.  (13  and  14  Vict.  c.  97,  §  14  and  15). 
The  Commissioners  may  also  adjudge  on  deeds 
not  liable  to  any  stamp  duty  ;  and  if  any  duty 
is  assessed  the  party  may  appeal.  (16  and  17 
Vict.  c.  59,  §  13). 


N.B. — Instruments  are  received  for  adjudication  at 
the  Solicitor's  Office,  Inland  Eevenue,  Edin- 
burgh, on  the  same  conditions  as  to  duty  and 
penalty  as  instruments  to  be  stamped  merely 
(see  above).  The  mode  of  proceeding  is  as 
follows  : — The  sum  of  ten  shillings  for  the 
adjudication  stamp  is  first  to  be  paid  to  the 
Cashier,  No.  3,  LobT)y.  Then  the  schedule  (the 
duty  to  be  impressed  of  course  not  being  inserted 
in  the  schedule),  the  instrument  after  execution, 
and  a  full  copy  (written  on  foolscap  paper)  of 
it,  are  to  be  left  at  the  Solicitor's  Office,  No.  5, 
on  Mondays  and  Wednesdays,  between  10  and 
12  o'clock  onZ^.  Between  10  and  12  o'clock  on 
the  Thursday  following,  a  party,  who  can  give 
explanation,  must  call  on  the  chief  clerk  of  the 
Solicitor's  Department,  No.  6  ;  and  he  should  be 
prepared  to  pay  the  proper  duty,  and  penalty,  if 
any,  to  the  Cashier,  No.  3,  Lobby. 

It  is  desu'ed  that  there  may  be  appended  to  the 
copy  of  the  instrument,  a  table  giving  the  sub- 
stance (particularly  dates  and  sums),  of  its 
clauses  and  provisions,  and  a  reference  to  the 
page  of  the  copy  on  which  each  commences.

ABERDEENSHIRE. 

This  county  forms  part  of  the  most  eastern  portion  of  Scotland,  has  an  extensive  sea-coast,  being 
bounded  on  tlie  east  and  north  by  the  German  Ocean.  It  has  on  the  south  the  counties  of  Kincardine, 
Forfar,  and  Perth ;  and  on  the  west  those  of  Moray,  Banff,  and  Inverness.  Its  area  consists  of  about 
1,270,000  acres,  of  which  about  one-third  is  arable.  The  old  valued  rent  was  235,665  poimds  Scots; 
and  the  valuation  of  real  property  in  the  county  in  1856,  £526,640,  and  inthe  burgh,  £198,172, 
jnaking  a  total,  £724,812,  which  is  about  £25,000  over  the  estimated  rental  in  1851.  The  popida- 
tion  in  1851  was  214,658,  having  increased  at  the  rate  of  12  per  cent,  since  the  previous  census  in 
1841.  It  contains  one  city,  Aberdeen,  which  returns  one  member  to  Parliament,  with  a  constituency 
of  4300,  and  two  Royal  burghs,  Inverury  and  Kintore,  which,  along  with  Peterhead  and  the  neigh- 
bouring Royal  bm-ghs  of  Elgin,  Banif,  and  Cullen,  return  one  member,  having  a  joint  constituency 
of  about  900.     The  county  returns  one  member,  with  a  constituency  of  about  4000  registered  voters.

ARGYLESHIRE. 

This  extensive  county  is  surrounded  on  the  west  and  south  sides  by  the  Atlantic,  Irish  Sea,  and 
part  of  the  Frith  of  Clyde,  having  m;merous  islands  on  its  coast,  and  being  indented  by  many  arms  of 
the  sea.  It  has  the  county  of  Inverness  on  the  north,  and  Perth  and  Dumbarton  on  the  east.  Its 
mainland  consists  of  about  1,213,500  acres,  and  its  islands  about  as  much  more,  but  of  which  only 
308,000  are  under  culture,  600,000  uncultivated,  and  1,500,000  is  totally  unprofitable,  on  account  of 
the  rugged  nature  of  the  country.  The  old  valued  rent  was  £12,466,  and  the  annual  value  of  real 
property  in  1846,  £265,000  ;  the  new  valuation  being  £272,194.  The  population  in  1851  was  88,567, 
being  a  decrease  of  8911,  or  about  9  per  cent,  on  the  census  of  1841.  It  returns  one  member  to  Par- 
liament, the  number  of  registered  electors  being  above  2000.  Its  chief  towns  are  Inverary,  Campbell- 
town,  and  Oban  ;  the  two  former  are  Royal  burghs,  and,  in  conjunction  with  Ayr  and  Irvine,  return 
one  member,  having  a  total  constituency  of  1000  voters.

The  whole  west  side  of  this  county  fonns  part  of  the  coast  of  the  Frith  of  Clyde,  and  it  has  the 
county  of  Renfrew  on  the  north,  and  the  counties  of  Lanark,  Dumfries,  Kirkcudbright,  and  Wigton 
on  the  east  and  south.  Its  area  has  been  estimated  at  1,024,000  acres,  of  which  about  292,000  are 
cultivated,  300,000  uncultivated,  and  about  430,000  unprofitable,  the  surface  on  the  east  and  south- 
east being  very  mountainous.  The  population  in  1851  was  189,286,  shewing  an  increase  of  15  per 
cent,  since  the  census  in  1841.  The  valued  rent  in  1674  was  91,605  pounds  Scots:  the  estimated 
annual  value  of  houses  and  land  in  1843,  £520,828  ;  and  the  new  valuation  is  £640,926.  It  returns 
one  member,  the  registered  electors  being  about  4000.  The  principal  towns  are  Ayr,  Kilmarnock, 
Maybole,  and  Irvme.  Ayr  and  Irvine  are  Royal  burghs,  and  return  a  member,  along  with  Campbell- 
town, &c.

BANFFSHIRE. 

The  north  of  this  county  composes  part  of  the  coast  of  the  Moray  Frith.  It  has  Aberdeen  on  its 
south  and  east,  and  Elgin  and  Inverness  on  the  west.  Its  length  is  considerably  more  than  its 
breadth,  and  it  is  estimated  to  contain  about  420,000  acres,  of  which  120,000  are  cultivated,  130,000 
uncultivated,  and  100,000  unprofitable.  It  contains  some  of  the  highest  mountains  in  Britain — the 
Cairngorm,  Bellrinnes,  Knockhill,  and  the  Buck  of  Cabrach  ;  and  its  rivers,  the  Spey  and  Dovenin, 
are  very  valuable  for  their  salmon-fishings.  The  old  valued  rent,  79,200  pounds  Scots  :  the  annual 
value  of  real  property  in  1843  was  £124,347  ;  and  the  new  valuation  in  1856,  £150,728.  Population 
in  1851  was  53,935,  being  an  increase  of  9  per  cent,  since  the  census  of  1841.  It  returns  one  member 
to  Parliament,  the  registered  electors  being  above  800.

the  annual  value  of  real  property  in  1843,  £252,945  ;  and  the  new  valuation,  £296,000.    There  is

FIFESHIRE 

Fonns  a  peninsula,  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Frith  of  Tay,  and  on  the  south  by  the  Frith  of  Forth ; 
the  east  coast  being  on  the  German  Ocean,  is  usually  called  St  Andrew's  Bay.  On  the  west  it  has  the 
counties  of  Perth,  Kinross,  and  Clackmannan.  Its  area  298,800  acres,  of  which  more  than  two-thirds 
are  cultivated.

Its  area  is 
532,243  acres,  of  which  it  is  estimated  that  about  one-half  is  cultivated,  and  of  the  remainder  a  very 
small  portion  is  unprofitable,  it  being  mostly  used  as  pasture.  Agi-iculture  as  well  as  manufactures  is 
greatly  advanced,  more  particularly  in  Strathmore.  The  valued  rent  in  1674  was  171,239  pounds 
Scots,  and  the  new  valuation,  £370,519.  The  population  of  tlie  county,  in  1851,  was  174,731,  hav- 
ing increased  4  per  cent,  since  1841,  but  in  the  previous  ten  years  it  increased  22  per  cent.  It  has  five 
Royal  bm-ghs.

INVERNESS-SHIRE. 

This  large  county  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Ross-shire,  from  which  it  is  partly  divided  by  the 
Moray  Frith,  or  that  portion  of  it  usually  called  the  Beauly  Frith.  On  the  east  it  has  the  counties  of 
Nairn,  Banff,  and  Aberdeen,  on  the  south  Perth  and  Argyle,  and  towards  the  west  the  Atlantic 
Ocean.  Pai-t  of  the  county  being  composed  of  the  Isle  of  Skye,  extends  considerably  beyond  the 
mainland.  The  whole  area  is  computed  at  2,944,000  acres,  of  which  about  two-thirds  are  said  to 
consist  of  heath — there  being  only  500,000  acres  cultivated.  The  population  in  1851  was  96,328, 
shewing  a  decrease  of  about  2  per  cent,  since  1841.  This  has  been  chiefly  caused  by  the  depopulation 
of  the  islands  from  emigration,  &c.

The  Carse  of  Gowrie,  and 
much  of  the  land  round  Perth,  in  Strathearne  and  Strathmore,  is  of  the  former  description;  while  the 
districts  of  Atholl,  Breadalbane,  and  the  Stormont  will  realise  the  expectations  of  the  most  inveterate 
seeker  after  the  picturesque.  The  area  has  been  variously  computed,  and  it  is  acknowledged  that 
1,625,000  acres  is  a  low  estimate  of  its  extent,  and  nearly  two-thirds  of  that  is  under  cultivation  or 
in  pasture.

THE  system  followed  by  this  Institution  is  that  of  purely  Mutual  Assurance, — the 
Policy-holders  being  the  only  parties  who  are  interested  in  the  Funds  or  entitled  to  share  in  the 
Profits.  The  whole  affairs  are  minutely  investigated  at  intervals  of  seven  years,  when  the  Profits  ascer- 
tained to  exist  are  applied  and  allocated  according  to  certain  principles  fixed  by  the  Deed  of  Constitution. 
After  the  profits  of  the  Society  are  ascertained,  One-third  at  least  is  set  aside  as  a  Guarantee  Fund — and  the 
remainder  is  distributed  amongst  the  Members  entitled  to  participate  therein,  in  proportion  to  the  amount 
insured  and  the  endurance  of  the  Policy.  At  the  last  Periodical  Investigation  (which  took  place  on  31st 
December  1852),  the  amount  then  appropriated /w-  allocation  amongst  the  Members — being  £530,565 — was 
shewn  to  be  more  than  the  whole  profits  that  had  been  realised  during  the  <premous  seven  years.  The 
Guarantee  Fund,  therefore,  which  was  at  the  same  time  set  aside  in  terms  of  the  Deed  of  Constitution,  had 
been  altogether  provided  for  out  of  previous  profits,  and  without  charge  on  that  account  against  those  who 
had  more  recently  joined  the  Institution. 

The  share  of  Profits  to  which  each  Member  is  entitled  may  be  applied  either  by  way  of  addition  to  the 
Policy,  or  (where  no  legal  impediment  exists)  by  way  of  reduction  in  the  future  Annual  Premiums,  or  the 
value  paid  over  in  Cash. 

The  extent  of  the  Additions  hitherto  made  to  the  Policies  may  be  judged  of  from  the  following

Thus,  a  person  of  30  may  secure  £1000  at  death,  for  a  yearly  payment  of  £20,  15s.,  wnich,  if  paid 
to  any  of  the  other  Mutual  Offices,  would  secure  a  Policy  for  £800  only,  instead  of  £1000. 

PROFITS. 

The  principle  on  which  the  Profits  are  divided  is  at  once  safe,  equitable,  and  favourable  to 
good  Lives — the  Surplus  being  reserved  for  those  Members  who  alone  can  have  made  Surplus 
Payments ;  in  other  words,  for  those  whose  Premiums,  with  accumulated  Interest,  amount  to  the 
sums  in  their  Policies.

Tliis  EstablisJiment  loill  he  opened  in  October  next,  for  the  education  of  a  limited  number  of 

resident  pupils. 


THE  GRANGE  HOUSE  SCHOOL  is  designed  to  afford  increased  facilities  for  Educating 
Young  Gentlemen  of  the  upper  ranks ;  to  enable  them  to  meet  the  higher  requirements  of  the 
Scottish  and  English  Universities ;  and,  in  particular,  to  prepare  them,  in  accordance  with  the  recent 
regulations  of  the  Civil  and  Military  Boards,  for  entering  the  Public  Services  at  Home  and  in  India. 

The  means  of  Instruction  will  combine  supervision  and  training  by  Tutors,  with  a  systematic  course 
of  daily  tuition  in  Classes  by  experienced  Professional  Teachers.  The  prominence  to  be  given  to  the 
services  of  Professional  Teachers  in.  the  daily  routine  of  the  School  will  form  a  leading  feature  in  its 
plans. 

The  number  of  Boarders  to  be  admitted,  while  expressly  limited  so  as  to  do  justice  to  their  individual 
domestic  training,  will  at  the  same  time  be  such  as  to  secure  a  proper  subdivision  of  the  subjects  taught, 
and  the  utmost  efficiency  in  the  means  of  conducting  the  Classes. 

The  Pupils  wiU  be  classed  in  four  general  divisions — one  Preparatory,  and  three  Advanced — accord- 
ing to  their  respective  ages  and  attainments.  The  number  of  Pupils  in  the  Preparatory  Division  vidll  not 
at  any  time  exceed  twenty-four.     In  each  of  the  Advanced  Divisions  the  number  will  be  limited  to  sixteen. 

The  Curriculum  of  Study  will  embrace  an  extended  course  of  instruction  in  Classics,  Mathematics, 
English  Grammar,  Literature  and  Composition,  Biblical  Knowledge,  the  Elements  of  Logic  and  Mental 
Science,  Natural  History  and  Physical  Science,  History,  Geography,  Modern  and  Oriental  Languages, 
Military  Science,  the  usual  Commercial  Branches,  Drawing,  Music,  Fencing  and  Gymnastic  Exercises ; 
with  occasional  Lectures  in  various  departments  of  Literature,  Science,  and  Art. 

In  the  First  or  Preparatory  Division,  consisting  of  a  Junior  and  a  Senior  Section,  the  course  of  study 
will  be  General, — the  Grammar  and  Etymology  of  the  English  and  Latin  Languages  being  particularly 
attended  to.  In  the  subsequent  Divisions,  the  instruction  \viLl  be  more  immediately  Professional ;  having 
specially  in  view  the  preparation  of  the  Pupils  for  the  Universities,  for  Mercantile  pursuits,  or  for  under- 
going the  Competitive  Examinations  of  the  Civil  and  Military  Boards,  as  their  Parents  or  Guardians,  with 
the  advice  of  the  Head  Master,  may  previously  have  determined. 

In  all  the  Courses  of  Study,  Latin,  Mathematics,  English  Literature  and  Composition,  History,  Geo- 
graphy, and  the  Modem  Languages,  will  have  a  place. 

In  the  University  Course,  particular  attention  will  be  devoted  to  the  Higher  Classics  and  Mathematics. 

In  the  Mercantile  Course,  the  English  department,  the  Modern  Languages,  and  the  usual  Commercial. 
Branches,  vdll  occupy  a  principal  place.  This  Course  will  also  include  Commercial  Geography,  and  the 
Elements  of  Political  Economy  and  Mercantile  Law. 

The  Course  for  the  Public  Services  will  be  nearly  the  same  as  that  for  the  Universities.  Greater 
prominence  will,  however,  be  given  to  English  Literature  and  Composition,  History,  Modern  Languages, 
and  the  Principles  of  Grammar  and  Comparative  Philology  ;  and  in  the  case  of  Young  Gentlemen  destined- 
for  the  Army,  time  will  be  afforded  for  instruction  in  Military  and  Engineering  Drawing,  Military  Science, 
Geology,  Mineralogy,  and  Experimental  Science. 

In  the  Advanced  Classes  for  English,  Mathematics,  Classics,  and  the  Modem  Languages,  frequent: 
Examinations,  conducted  in  Writing,  will  form  an  important  part  of  the  work  of  each  Class. 

In  accordance  with  the  leading  design  of  the  School,  the  stated  Class-instruction  will  be  confidedi 
exclusively  to  Professional  Teachers  from  Edinburgh,  of  established  reputation  in  their  several  depart-i 
ments. 

The  Private  Studies  of  the  Pupils  will  be  superintended  by  Mr  W.  S.  DALGLEISH,  and  a  Staff  oif* 
Resident  Tutors,  Graduates  of  Scottish,  English,  and  Continental  Universities. 

Pupils,  on  entering  the  School,  must  not  be  al)ove  Fifteen  nor  under  Eight  years  of  age.

Mix  them  together  (with 
the  perforated  Disc  or  other  object).  Put  a  little  boiling  water  into  the  Globe  (so  much  as  to  cover  its 
bottom,  and  prevent  the  flarae  of  the  Lamp  from  acting  upon  the  glass  alone,  and  cracking  it).  Light  the 
Spirit  Lamp.  Press  the  Stopper  end  of  the  Metal  Tube  firmly  into  the  neck  of  the  Globe,  allowing  the: 
perforated  Disc  to  rest  on  the  bottom  of  the  Glass  Jar.  When  the  air  is  expelled  from  the  Globe  (which 
will  be  known  by  the  bubbles  ceasing  to  rise  in  the  Jar),  extinguish  the  flame  of  the  Lamp,  and  the  Liquid 
Coffee  will  sooq  pass  over  into  the  Globe.  If  all  the  boiling  water  was  not  poured  upon  the  Ground  Coffee 
at  tii'st,  pour  the  rest  over  it  now,  either  all  at  once,  or  gradually,  as  fast  as  it  enters  the  Globe.  When 
the  Globe  is  full,  withdraw  the  Stopper,  and  slide  the  Globe  round  in  its  ring  support  (don't  lift  it  off  its 
support,  nor  burn  your  fingers  by  catching  the  thin  part  of  the  hot  neck)  in  order  to  fill  the  Cups.  Perform 
the  operations  in  the  order  given  above,  it  will  save  trouble  till  experience  is  gained. 


THEORY  OF  THE  PROCESS,  &c. 

A  quantity  of  the  air  which  fills  the  Globe  must  be  expelled  from  it  in  order  to  make  room  for  an 
equal  quantity  of  the  Liquid  Coffee.  This  is  managed  by  the  heat  of  the  Spirit  Lamp  underneath  converting; 
a  very  little  water  into  a  great  volume  of  steam,  which  continues  to  fill  the  Globe  while  the  Lamp  is  burning, 
During  this  process,  the  bubbles  of  expelled  air  are  seen  rising  in  the  Glass  Jar.  When  these  cease  risinf 
it  is  known  that  all  the  air  that  was  in  the  Globe  has  been  expelled  from  it.  The  flame  of  the  Lami 
being  now  extinguished,  the  steam  or  vapour  of  water  which  now  fills  the  Globe  gets  condensed  into  watei 
again  by  the  coMer  air  surrounding  it,  and  the  space  which  the  steam  has  just  left  becomes  occupied  by  the^ 
Liquid  Coffee,  which  ascends  the  Metal  Tube.  The  perforated  Disc  at  the  end  of  the  Tube  soon  gets, 
covered  with  the  Ground  Coffee  in  the  Glass  Jar,  and  forms  a  filter-bed  through  which  the  Liquid  Coffee 
must  pass.    The  first,  however,  which  passes  into  the  Globe  is  somewhat  muddy,  if  the  expression  may  bf.

used  to  Coffee ;  and  this  mtiddiness  is  greater  when  the  quantity  of  Ground  Coffee  is  so  small  as  not  to 
cover  the  perforated  Disc  sufficiently.  This  muddiness,  however,  very  little  affects  the  purity  of  the  Liquid 
■which  immediately  follows,  as,  being  heavier,  than  the  pure  Liquid,  and  entering  the  Globe  before  it,  it 
lies  at  the  bottom  ;  and  the  transpakenov  of  the  Globe,  and  its  form,  permits  this  muddy  Liquid  to  be 
entirely  avoided,  the  pure  Liquid  Coffee  being  easily  decanted  from  above  it.  By  making  the  Ground 
Coffee  and  water  to  revolve  by  stirring  it  in  one  direction,  so  as  to  make  it  whirl,  just  after  the  flame  of  the 
Lamp  is  extinguished,  the  Ground  Coffee  will  be  evenly  heaped  on  the  perforated  Disc,  and  much  less  of 
the  muddiness  will  enter  the  Globe. 

From  the  foregoing  description  it  is  evident  that  no  more  air  need  be  expelled  from  the  Globe  than  the 
quantity  of  Liquid  Coffee  required,  so  that  the  Lamp  may  be  extinguished  when  the  operator  thinks 
sufficient  air  has  been  expelled,  and  so  the  Fuel  of  the  Lamp  will  be  saved.  Indeed  it  may  frequently 
happen  that  the  Lamp  will  not  require  to  be  lighted  during  the  opei-ation,  for  sufficient  air  can  be  expelled, 
by  an  expert  operator,  to  fill  about  a  fourth  part  (and  even  more)  of  the  Globe,  by  merely  pouring  a  certain 
quantity  of  boiling  water  into  it,  shaking  it  briskly,  emptying  it  quickly,  and  quickly  pressing  the  Stopper 
end  of  the  Tube  into  the  neck  of  the  Globe.  This  Stopper  must  be  so  firmly  pressed  into  the  neck  of  the 
Globe  as  to  prevent  the  air  which  has  been  expelled  from  entering  till  it  has  forced  in  the  requisite  quantity 
of  Liquid  Coffee,— for  it  is  this  air  itself  trying  to  get  back  to  its  old  quarters,  and  by  the  same  road  along 
which  it  was  expelled,  that  causes  the  Liquid  Coffee  to  rise  into  the  Globe  :  if  it  can  more  easily  get  in  at 
the  side  of  the  Stopper  it  will  do  so.  The  Glass  Globe  requires  to  be  very  thin,  as  on  this  its  safety  from 
fracture,  when  strong  or  sudden  heat  is  applied,  entirely  depends.  A  well-blown  Globe — one  whose  neck 
and  sides  are  equally  thin— will  stand  any  amount  of  boiling  water  suddenly  poured  into  it ;  and  with  the 
ordinary  care  will  last  for  years. 

It  will  be  found  more  economical  not  to  pour  all  the  boiling  water  upon  the  Ground  Coffee  in  the  Glass 
Jar  at  first,  but  to  pour  only  a  little  in  then,  and  keep  pouring  in  the  rest  as  fast  as  it  enters  the  Globe. 
This  completely  washes  the  Ground  Coffee,  and  extracts  from  it  all  that  is  pleasant  and  agreeable,  as 
may  be  easily  proved  by  any  one  interested  in  the  matter,  by  boiling  or  otherwise  operating  upon  the  Ground 
Coffee  after  it  has  undergone  this  washing  process. 


Buy  the  best  Coffee,  either  the  Kaw  Bean,  and  Roast  it  yourself — the  Eoasted  Bean,  and  Grind  it  yourself 
-or,  that  which  is  the  least  trouble,  buy  the  Coffee  Ground  as  fine  as  possible,  and  keep  it  in  a  well- 
stoppered  vessel  (a  wide-mouthed  Green  Glass  Bottle,  with  a  tight  cork,  is  cheap  and  good) ;  for,  if  not 
finely  ground,  the  ordinary  methods  of  preparation  will  be  ineffectual  for  extracting  its  flavour;  and  if 
Ground  Coffee  be  exposed  to  the  air  it  diffuses  its  fragrance  there,  and  becomes  of  little  value  as  an  article 
of  diet.  Coffee  boiled  for  any  time  loses  its  delicious  flavour,  and  also  its  exhilarating  qualities.  To  preserve 
these,  some  such  process  as  has  already  been  described  for  the  Glass  Apparatus  must  be  adopted  ;  or,  if 
it  be  desired  to  have  all  the  astringent  better  along  with  the  delicate  flavour  of  the  Aroma,  the  Grounds  of 
a  former  preparation  must  be  boiled,  and  the  boiling  Liquor  poured  over  Fresh  Ground  Coffee,  as  recom- 
mended in  "Lardner's  Domestic  Economy."  Coffee  at  Railway  Refreshment  Rooms,  &c.,  would  be  as 
refreshing  there  as  at  one's  own  home,  if  the  delicious  flavour  were  not  dispelled  by  the  boiling  and  reboiling 
which  it  constantly  receives  in  order  to  be  hot  for  every  arrival. 

For  an  account  of  the  Coffee  Adulterations  and  their  modes  of  detection,  see  "  Normandy's  Commercial 
Hand -Book  of  Chemical  Analysis."

CIVIL  AND   MILITARY  COURSES. 

The  Courses  for  sucli  as  have  the  Civil  or  the  Military  Service  in  prospect  will  be  the  University  Course, 
with  the  addition  of  such  branches  as  may  be  necessary  to  quality  the  Pupil  for  that  department  of  the 
Public  Service  for  which  he  is  destined. 
Particular  attention  will  be  devoted  to  the  Religious  Instruction  and  the  Moral  Training  of  the  Pv/pils.

Of  the  Twelve  Sections  or 
Lectures  of  which  it  consists,  four,  on  "  The  Palteontological  flistory  of  Plants  and

Tlie  greater  part  of  this  volume  was  written  many  years  ago  in  leisure  hours 
snatched  from  laborious  employment ;  and  such  is  the  change  that  has  taken  place 
during  the  lapse  of  one  generation,  that  scarcely  a  tithe  of  the  materials  could  be 
collected  now.  The  stories  which  form  a  large  part  of  this  work,  arranged  as 
nearly  as  possible  in  chronological  order,  foi-m  a  long  vista  into  the  past  of  Scot- 
land, with  all  its  obsolete  practices,  and  all  its  exploded  beliefs.  They  formed  the 
traditionary  literature  of  the  districts  in  which  the  scenes  are  laid.  ."  A.t  one 
period  of  my  life,"  says  the  author,  "  old  greyheaded  men,  and  especially  old 
women,  became  my  models  ;  persons  whose  minds,  not  having  been  pre-occupied 
by  that  artificial  kind  of  learning  which  is  the  result  of  education,  had  gradually 
filled,  as  they  passed  through  life,  with  the  knowledge  of  what  was  occurring  around, 
and  with  the  information  derived  from  people  of  a  similar  cast  with  themselves, 
who  had  been  born  half  an  age  earlier.

Perthes  was  a  celebrated  German  Bookseller  and  Publisher.     Apart  from  the 
interest  of  a  political  and  personal  kind  connected  with  his  life,  this  biography  will 
be  found  valuable  as  an  exposition  of  the  social,  literary,  and  political  life  of  Ger- 
many, from  the  first  French  Revolution  till  1843.     The  subjects  treated  of  are  as 
manifold  as  those  which  engaged  the  German  mind  during  that  period.     The  do- 
mestic history  of  the  chief  actor  introduces  us  to  German  character  in  its  best 
aspects.    The  other  parts  of  the  biography  may  be  said  to  contain  a  literary,  eccle- 
siastical, and  political  history  of  the  time,  in  so  far  as  these  could  be  gathered 
round  the  life  of  a  single  individual ;  and  Perthes'  nature  was  so  broad,  compre- 
hensive, and  impressible,  that  there  is  perhaps  no  prominent  feature  of  the  moral 
and  intellectual  life  of  Germany  omitted.

The  story  opens  with  the  chance  residence  of  an  English  baronet  and  his 
daughter,  during  a  month  or  two  of  the  year  1840,  in  an  inn  beautifully  situated 
on  the  sea-coast,  in  that  part  of  the  Sardinian  States  which  lies  between  Nice  and 
Genoa.  In  following  the  career  of  the  central  personage,  the  Author  takes  many 
opportunities  of  depicting  Italian  life  and  scenery,  and  eventually  carries  his 
characters  into  the  vei-y  midst  of  the  political  events  of  Naples  in  1848-49.  First, 
the  Sardinian  States  as  they  were  in  1840,  and  next,  the  Kingdom  of  Naples  as  it 
was  in  1848-49,  and  as  it  still  is  ;  this,  together  with  a  suggestion  of  all  of  Italy,  and 
of  that  portion  of  Italian  History  that  lies  between  these  two  points  of  space  and 
time,  forms  the  historical  ingredient  of  the  work.  Apart  from  its  character  as  a 
work  of  fiction,  it  is  a  book  which  cannot  fail  to  give  to  British  readers  the  kind  of 
knowledge  which  is  indispensable  for  a  correct  view  of  cotemporary  affairs  in 
Italy.

It  was  only  a  few  days  before  his  death,  and  in  the  course  of  one  of  the  latest 
conversations  handed  down  to  us  by  Theodore  Beza,  that  Calvin,  pointing  with 
failing  hand  to  his  manuscripts  and  the  archives  of  the  correspondence  which, 
during  a  quarter  of  a  century,  he  had  kept  up  with  the  most  illustrious  personages 
of  Europe,  requested  that  these  memorials  might  be  carefully  preserved,  and  that 
a  selection  from  his  letters  should  be  presented  to  the  Reformed  Churches  in  token 
of  the  interest  and  a-ffection  of  their  founder.  The  request  of  the  dying  Reformer 
is  only  now  fully  complied  with  in  the  work  of  Dr.  Jules  Bonnet,  of  which  the 
above  is  a  translation,  executed  under  his  own  immediate  superintendence. 

The  collection  of  correspondence  now  being  issued,  is  the  result  of  five  years'  re- 
search among  the  archives  of  Switzerland,  France,  Germany,  and  England,  and  will 
contain  500  letters  never  before  published.  Intrusted  by  the  French  Government 
with  a  scientific  foreign  mission  which  afforded  him  an  opportunity  of  gathering  to- 
gether many  letters  dispersed  throughout  the  whole  of  Europe,  the  Editor  has  spared 
no  pains  in  rendering  as  complete  as  possible  a  collection  which  cannot  fail  to  cast 
a  flood  of  light  on  the  great  religious  Revolution  of  the  sixteenth  century. 

The  correspondence  of  Calvin  begins  in  his  youth,  and  is  closed  only  on  his  death- 
bed (1528  to  1564).  It  embraces,  with  few  intervals,  all  the  phases  of  his  life  ; 
from  the  obscure  scholar  of  Bourges  and  Paris,  escaping  from  the  stake  by  flying 
into  exile,  to  the  triumphant  Reformer,  who'was  able,  in  dying,  to  contemplate  his 
work  as  accomplished.  An  epoch  and  a  life  of  the  most  absorbing  interest,  are  here 
reflected  in  a  series  of  documents  varied  and  genuine.  He  holds  communion  with 
Luther  and  Melanchthon,  Knox,  Coligny,  Conde,  Jeanne  d'Albret,  and  the  Duchess 
of  Ferrara,  with  Farel,  Viret,  and  Theodore  Beza.  To  us,  his  lettei's  to  King  Ed- 
ward VI.,  the  Duke  of  Somerset,  and  Cranmer,  are  not  the  least  interesting. 

As  regards  Calvin's  personal  chai'acter,  "  our  ambition,"  says  the  Editor,  "  has 
been  to  make  Calvin  live  again  in  his  letters — to  show  him  as  he  was,  with  his 
austere  and  inflexible  convictions,  with  the  failings  which  were  the  heritage  of  his 
times,  and  those  which  were  peculiar  to  himself."

This  History  commences  with  a  sketch  of  Jewish  history  after  the  return 
from  Babylon,  and  is  continued  down  to  the  fifth  century  after  the  birth  of 
Christ.  The  information  embraced  in  this  volume  has  hitherto  lain  scattered  over 
a  large  number  of  books  and  pamphlets,  and  been  partly  buried  in  ancient  and 
neglected  records.  The  Author  has  endeavoured  not  only  to  give  an  impartial 
account  of  facts,  but  especially  to  describe  the  state  of  societj',  of  trades,  com- 
merce, agriculture,  arts,  sciences,  and  theology,  during  the  first  centuries  of  our 
era.  "  It  is  my  deliberate  conviction,"  he  says,  "  that  Jewish  history  casts  much 
light  on  the  Evangelical  accounts  in  the  Gospels,  on  the  Book  of  Acts,  and  on 
later  Ecclesiastical  History,  both  in  its  records  of  the  spread  of  Christianity,  and 
of  the  origin  and  development  of  heretical  sects."

Until  the  appearance  of  this  work,  scarcely  anything  has  been  added  to  our 

knowledge  of  the  first  and  most  interesting  of  all  our  Scottish  Protestant  Martyrs 

since  the  account  of  him  inserted  by  Fox  in  his  Acts  and  Monuments  !     When 

the  author  of  this  work  was  collecting  materials  for  a  life  of  Alesius,   he  was 

fortunate  enough  to  meet  with  a  notice  of  Patrick  Hamilton,  which  is  embodied. 

The  greatest  libraries  of  Europe  have  also  been  searched  through  tiie  kindness  of 

friends,  and  a  large  amount  of  information  regarding  what  might  be  called  the 

Hamilton-period  of  the  Reformation  is  here  brought  before  the  public  for  the 

first  time. 

There  is  also  an  Appendix  of  original  documents  which  have  never  before  been 
printed,  and  which  will  be  found  to  possess  considerable  value  in  relation  parti- 
cularly to  Scottish  ecclesiastical  affairs.  A  good  deal  is  added  to  our  knowledge 
of  the  men  whom  Hamilton  directly  or  indirectly  influenced — including  Sir  James 
Hamilton  of  Kiucavel,  John  M'Dowell,  Robert  Richardson,  Alexander  Alesius, 
and  others. 


David,  King  of  Israel ;  the  Divine  Plan  and  Lessons  of  his 
Life.  By  Rev.  W.  G.  Blaikie,  A.M.  Small  Svo,  cloth,  price 
6s.,  pp.  439. 

This  is  neither  a  purely  scientific  commentary  nor  a  mere  practical  exposition, 
but  aims  at  combining  some  of  the  properties  of  both.  Practical  utility  is  the  end 
kept  constantly  in  view,  but  in  order  to  obtain  the  largest  amount  of  that,  a  con- 
siderable number  of  historical,  critical,  and  exegetical  questions  have  been  dis- 
cussed, and  made  to  throw  light  on  the  plan  and  lessons  of  King  David's  life.  The 
greater  part  of  what  has  hitherto  been  written  on  this  subject,  has  been  necessarily 
apologetic — a  style  by  no  means  favourable  for  bringing  out  the  positive  lessons 
of  a  life  abounding  in  materials  for  spiritual  and  practical  instruction. 

The  author  has  endeavoured  to  give  an  aspect  of  unity  and  symmetry  to  King 
David's  life,  and  to  illustrate  the  progressive  development  of  his  views,  character, 
and  work,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  to  present  in  due  proportions  the  many-sided 
aspects  of  his  mind.  It  has  also  been  his  object  to  vivify  the  scenes  of  David's 
life,  partly  by  description  of  the  scenery  and  manners  of  his  country,  and  partly 
by  making  his  outer  life,  as  delineated  in  the  history,  and  his  inner  life,  as  deli- 
neated in  some  of  the  Psalms,  throw  light  upon  each  other. 

Creation  and  the  Fall :  a  Defence  and  Exposition  of  the  First

This  is  an  attempt  to  deal  philosophically  as  well  as  on  scriptural  grounds  with  the 
objections  proceeding  from  various  quarters,  impugning  the  historical  and  scientific 
truth  of  the  earlier  chapters  of  Genesis.     The  Author  had  been  induced  to  under- 
take this  inquiry  and  defence  by  finding  that  little  of  a  satisfactory  kind  was  to 
be  found  in  the  works  of  the  best-accredited  writers  ;  and  by  a  belief  that  the 
hopes  and  fears  of  all  who  take  an  intelligent  view  of  the  bearing  of  learning  and 
science  on  the  Divine  authority  of  Scripture,  may  be  said  to  centre  in  a  great 
measure  on  the  early  chapters  of  Genesis.     "  The  first  three  chapters  of  Genesis," 


he  says,  "  of  which  a  Vindication  and  Exposition  are  attempted  in  the  following 
pages,  are  pre-eminently  important  from  their  relation  to  the  great  questions 
involved  in  man's  origin  and  primeval  state.  They  coniprise  three  distinct,  but, 
as  will  be  seen  in  the  sequel,  closely  connected  narratives,  which,  in  whatever 
light  they  are  viewed,  have  a  peculiar  bearing  on  the  history  and  happiness  of 
the  human  race,  and  on  man's  existing,  as  well  as  his  original,  relation  to  his 
Creator  and  Moral  Governor.  These  narratives  may  be  thus  classified : — First

This  is  the  Biography  of  a  Scotch  Student,  who,  after  studying  at  the  Academies 
and  Universities  of  his  native  country  with  distinguished  success,  entei-ed  Trinity 
College,  Cambridge,  and  afterwards  spent  some  time  on  the  Continent,  with 
a  view  to  extend  his  acquaintance  with  the  forms  of  religion  and  of  life  in  other 
countries,  before  entering  on  the  duties  of  a  Minister.  A  general  idea  of  the

motion of  Science,  in  1852  and  1854,  and  the  Natural  History  Society  of  Belfast; 
while  abstracts  of  their  views  have  appeared  in  various  scientific  organs,  such  as 
the  Proceedings  of  the  British  Association,  the  Annals  of  Natural  History,  and 
the  Edinburgh  Ne^v  Philosophical  Journal.

Memoirs  of  the  Life,  Writings,  and  Discoveries  of  Sir  Isaac 
Newton.  By  Sir  David  Brewster,  K.H.  Two  Vols.,  large 
8vo,  with  Portraits,  &c.,  price  £1,  4s.  Vol.  I.  pp.  479  ;  Vol.  II. 
pp.  564. 
In  consequence  of  the  wide  circulation  of  the  Life  of  Sir  Isaac  Newton,  published 
in  the  Family  Library  in  1831,  Sir  David  Brewster  has  been  induced  to  under- 
take this  larger  work  in  order  to  give  a  more  detailed  account  of  Sir  Isaac's 
Life,  Writings,  and  Discoveries.  To  enable  him  to  accomplish  this,  Sir  David  ob- 
tained access  to  Newton's  manuscripts  and  correspondence  in  the  possession  of  the 
Earl  of  Portsmouth  at  Hurstbourne  Park.  His  attention  has  been  particularly 
directed  to  such  letters  and  papers  as  were  calculated  to  give  additional  informa- 
tion regarding  Newton's  early  and  academical  life.  Considerable  light  has  been 
thrown  on  the  Fluxionary  controversy,  by  the  Author's  having  obtained,  through 
the  kindness  of  Lord  Brougham,  the  collection  of  manuscripts  and  correspondence 
arranged  by  the  late  Mr.  H.  A.  Fellovves.  Much  new  information  is  also  com- 
municated respecting  the  history  of  the  Principia.  Sir  David  has  likewise  been 
enabled,  by  the  possession  of  Flamsteed's  letters  to  Newton,  to  defend  the  latter 
against  the  calumnies  and  misrepresentations  of  which  he  has  been  the  subject. 
He  has  also  been  enabled  to  complete  the  correspondence  between  Newton  and 
Halley,  first  published  in  its  genuine  state  by  Mr.  Rigaud,  to  give  publicity  to  the 
most  interesting  of  the  manuscripts  in  which  Newton's  Religious  opinions  are 
recorded,  and  to  print  for  the  first  time  letters  of  John  Bernoulli,  Varignon,  Mont- 
mort,  the  Abbe  Condi,  Fontenelle,  Pape,  Brooke,  Taylor,  and  the  Earl  of  Halifax.

Hungarian  Sketches  in  Peace  and  War.     By  Mokitz  Jokai. 
Cloth,  price  3s.  6d.,  pp.  320. 

Jokai  is  one  of  the  most  popular  of  those  Hungarian  prose  writers  of  fiction  that 
sprang  up  a  few  years  before  the  late  war.  His  vivid  descriptions  of  native 
life  make  him  a  great  favourite  with  his  fellow-countrymen.  He  is  perhaps  the 
most  popular  of  Hungarian  writers.  Among  the  earlier  of  his  productions,  those  best 
known  are,  a  novel  entitled  "  The  Common  Days,"  and  a  collection  of  minor  tales 
published  under  the  title  of  "  Wild  Flowers."  The  present  volume  has  been 
written  for  the  most  part  since  the  late  memorable  national  movement,  and  em- 
bodies descriptions  of  several  of  the  direst  scenes  in  the  civil  war  which  devas- 
tated Hungary  during  the  years  1848-50.  The  titles  of  the  tales  are — Dear 
Relations  ;  The  Bardy  Family  ;  Crazy  Marcsa  ;  Comorn ;  Mor  Perczel ;  Gergely 
Sonkolyi ;  The  Unlucky  Weathercock  ;  The  Two  Brides ;  The  Brewer  ;  The 
Szekely  Mother ;  A  Ball.

Athens  and  the  Peloponnese,  with  Sketches  of  Northern  Greece. 
By  Hermann  Hettner.     Cloth,  price  23.  6d.,  pp.  229. 

The  first  of  the  two  parts  into  which  this  book  is  divided,  is  occupied  with  a 
description  of  Athens,  ancient  and  modern,  and  with  the  discussion  of  questions  con- 
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nected  with  Art  and  Classical  Antiquity,  suggested  by  the  remains  in  the  city  or  its 
neighbourhood.  In  the  opening  chapters,  we  have  the  Author's  first  impressions  of 
the  Greek  capital,  its  environs  and  inhabitants,  with  the  estimate  he  is  led  to  foi'ra 
of  its  present  state  and  prospects.  Chap.  IV.  contains  a  description  of  the  ceremonies 
usual  on  Good  Friday,  which  introduce  a  comparison  of  the  mode  of  the  celebi'ation 
of  this  festival  according  to  the  customs  of  the  Greek  Church,  with  the  ceremonies 
anciently  observed  in  the  celebration  of  the  Eleusinian  Mysteries.  The  succeeding 
chapters  are  devoted,  (with  the  interruptions  of  a  "  Greek  Court  Ball,"  and  the 
"  Festival  of  the  Theseum")  to  an  examination  of  the  Acropohs  and  its  ruined 
edifices,  the  Propylsea,  the  Parthenon,  the  Erechtheum,  &c.  A  chapter  of  general 
remarks  on  the  Ancient  Remains  in  Athens  concludes  the  first  division  of  the  work. 

Corinth  is  the  prominent  object  of  interest  in  the  second  part,  the  opening 
chapter  being  devoted  to  a  sketch  of  this  city.  Chap.  II.,  one  of  the  most 
important  in  the  work,  takes  up  and  offers  a  solution  of  the  much  debated  question  : 
"  ITow  did  the  Ancients  paint  their  Temples  ?  " 

Leaving  the  Isthmus,  Mr.  Hettner  wanders  over  the  Plain  of  Argos  into 
Arcadia.  Messene,  Bassse,  and  the  Temple  of  Apollo,  are  visited.  In  Chap.  VI., 
at  Olympia,  the  reflections  of  the  Author  are  turned  upon  the  Gymnastic,  and  its 
complement,  the  "musical"  education  of  the  ancient  Greeks.  "A  day  at  the 
Monastery  of  Megaspilseon,"  and  excursions  to  Marathon  and  Thebes,  occupy  the 
following  two  chapters.  From  Lebadea  and  the  Cave  of  Trophonius,  Mr.  Hettner 
travels  round  Parnassus  to  Delphi,  a  description  of  which  is  presented  in  Chap. 
X.  At  "  Chseronea,"  the  last  battle-field  of  ancient  Greek  freedom,  the  Author 
brings  his  account  of  his  wanderings  to  a  close ;  and  the  final  chapter,  "  Retro- 
spect," gives  a  resume  of  his  observations  on  the  social  and  political  aspect  of 
affairs  in  the  regions  through  which  he  has  been  travelling,  and  his  opinion  as  to 
the  agriculture  and  commercial  future  of  "  regenerated  "  Greece.

Tales  of  Flemish  Life.    By  Hendrik  Conscience.    Cloth,  price

The  literature  of  the  Netherlands  has,  during  the  last  thirty  years,  shewn 
symptoms  of  a  vigorous  revival.  Hendrik  Conscience  has  acquired  for  himself  the 
first  place  in  this  new  literary  school.  His  love  of  country  has  given  direction  to 
his  genius,  which  he  has  devoted  to  the  strengthening  of  national  feeling  among 
his  countrymen,  and  of  their  instinctive  opposition  to  foreign  influence.  With  this 
object  he  has  written  historical  novels  and  many  tales  illustrative  of  Flemish 
village  life,  a  selection  of  which  are  now  presented  to  the  English  public.  The 
translations  consist  of — The  Recruit,  being  the  story  of  a  Peasant  Maiden  and 
her  Lover  ;  Mine  Host  Gansendonck,  a  story,  as  its  title  suggests,  of  village 
life ;  The  Poor  Nobleman,  a  tale  of  a  decayed  Netherlands  Family ;  and  Blind 
Rosa,  a  village  sketch.

Mr.  Gregorovius  prefaces  the  account  of  his  travels  with  a  history  of  Corsica  in 
two  books.  Commencing  with  the  earliest  obscure  notices  of  the  island,  he  con- 
ducts us  rapidly  through  the  periods  of  Roman  and  Feudal  ascendency,  to  the 
more  modern  portions  of  the  story.  The  lives  and  adventures  of  the  distinguished 
Corsican  patriots,  who,  one  after  the  other,  were  raised  up  to  defend  their  country 
against  invaders,  among  whom  were  Sampiero  and  the  better-known  Pasquale  Paoli, 
occupy  a  considerable  portion  of  the  narrative.  The  remainder  of  the  third  book 
is  occupied  with  the  Author's  impressions  of  Corsica  and  its  People — Bastia — Geo- 
logy and  Botany  of  the  Island — Learned  Men — Statistics — Relation  of  Corsica  to 
France.  The  first  three  chapters  treat  of  the  two  most  sti'iking  characteristics  of 
the  island, — the  Vendetta,  or,  Death  Revenge ;  and  its  consequence,  Bandit-lije. 

Book  IV.  An  account  of  the  Peninsula  of  Cape  Cor  so,  and  a  sketch  of  the  life 
and  character  of  Seneca — Seneca  as  Moralist,  Bogue,  and  Hero.  Chaps.  VIII.  and 
IX.,  detail  the  Corsican  Marriage-customs,  and  Superstitions  relating  to  Death. 

In  Book  v.,  the  Author  reaches  Vescovato,  and  touches  on  the  connexion  of  two 
remarkable  personages  with  that  town  and  with  the  island,  viz.,  Rousseau  and  Ma- 
rat. This  is  followed  by  sketches  of  the  scenery  and  peasant-life  of  the  interior, 
and  details  connected  with  the  birthplace,  life,  and  habits  of  the  brothers  Paoli. 

Vol.  II.  sketches  the  "  idyllic  "  western  coast  of  Corsica,  gives  the  story  of  Vit- 
toria  Malespina,  and  discusses  the  music  of  the  Corsicans,  and  their  popular  poetry 
or  "  dirges,"  of  which  singular  improvisations  translated  specimens  are  given. 

Book  VIII.  is  devoted  to  Ajaccio,  and  the  Boyhood  and  Youth  of  Napoleon.  The 
Bonaparte  Family — Boy  Napoleon — Napoleon  as  zealous  Democrat,  &c. 

Book  IX.  makes  us  acquainted  with  the  southern  portion  of  the  island ;  relates 
"  Stories  of  the  Vendetta  ;  "  modernizes  the  Siege  of  Bonifacio,  by  Alfonso  of  Ar- 
ragon,  from  the  antique  chronicle  of  Peter  of  Corsica  ;  and  sketches  the  scenery 
of  the  "  Straits." 

In  the  tenth  and  last  Book  we  return  along  the  desolate  coast  hjAleria,  the  ancient 
colony  of  Sulla,  and  finally  reach  the  once  flourishing  but  now  ruined  Mariana,  and 
then  Bastia — -the  trawller's  starting-point — thus  completing  the  tour  of  the  island.

In  consequence  of  the  discussion  which  has  arisen  in  France  regarding  the 
originality  of  this  tale,  and  the  charge  of  plagiarism  brought  against  its

In  giving  some  account  of  Madame  Guyon's  life,  the  Author  has  made  great 
use  of  her  autobiography.  After  her  return  from  Italy  in  1686,  La  Combe,  Madame 
Guyon's  spiritual  director,  in  accordance  with  the  authority  allowed  him  by  his 
Church, — an  authority  to  which  she  readily  submitted, —  required  her  to  make  a 
written  record  of  her  past  life.  This  she  did  when  shut  up  in  the  Convent  of  St. 
Marie  in  Paris.  She  proposed  to  make  a  selection  of  incidents,  but  La  Combe, 
fearful  that  the  delicacy  of  her  feelings  might  tempt  her  to  multiply  omissions, 
required  her  to  state  everything.  To  this  she  at  last  consented,  not  anticipating 
that  a  biography  written  under  such  circumstances  would  ever  be  given  to  the 
public.

This  is  an  account  of  the  Life  and  Labours  of  a  Fifeshire  Ploughman,  who, 
bi'ought  when  a  boy  under  the  influence  of  Dr.  Chalmers,  then  Minister  of  Kil- 
many, was  powerfully  impressed  by  him,  and  became  early  distinguished  for  his 
earnest  and  pious  disposition.  With  no  higher  education  than  that  which  is  usually 
the  lot  of  Scotch  ploughboys,  he  devoted  himself  during  his  spare  hours  to  Bible 
study,  and  to  an  effort  to  rouse  in  ail  with  whom  he  came  in  contact  a  Christian 
spirit  like  that  which  animated  his  own  life.

"  In  the  proposal  to  draw  up  a  life  of  Tom  Thumb,"  says  the  Author,  "  to  ac- 
company the  graceful  Illustrations  of  this  little  book,  the   attempt  would  have 
seemed  a  presumptuous  interference  with  nursery  classics,  had  it  not  appeared, 
on  examination,  that  he,  unlike  his  companions  in  fireside  mythology,  has  never 
been  the  theme  of  any  cultivated  mind,  but  has  been  left  to  the  unpoetical  English 
tradition. 

"  Thus  the  field  appeared  to  be  open  to  an  endeavour  to  weave  the  traditional 
mishaps  of  the  pigmy-knight  into  a  tale  that  might  be  free  from  the  former  offences 
against  good  taste  ;  to  do,  in  fact,  what  Perrault  did  for  Blue- Beard. 

"  The  Notes  may  perhaps  be  thought  over  numerous,  but  they  were  added  with 
the  desire  of  rendering  accessible  to  children  some  of  the  choice  passages  of  English 
fairy  poetry,  well  known  indeed  to  their  elders,  but  to  them  out  of  reach,  as  well 
as  to  give  a  few  sketches  from  the  romances  of  King  Arthur's  Court,  often  a  subject 
of  much  youthful  curiosity,  not  easily  gratified." 

The  illustrations  are  nineteen  in  number  ;  engraved  on  wood  by  Dalziels  after 
drawings  by  J.  B.,and  the  following  subjects  may  be  mentioned: — Tom  Thumb  in 
his  carriage  drawn  by  six  mice — Tom  in  the  cow's  mouth — Tom  hunting  on  his 
mouse  Sleekfoot — Tom  in  the  ear  of  the  horse — Tom  mounted  on  a  butterfly —

Grammar  of  the  German  Language.     By  T.  Heinrich  Weisse. 
Crown  8vo,  cloth,  price  3s.,  pp.  120. 

In  this  Grammar  the  "  Author  has  ventured  to  deviate  from  the  system  adopted 
in  most  recent  German  Grammars  for  the  English."  He  has  kept  the  require- 
ments of  the  English  pupil  steadily  in  view,  his  object  being  to  convey  as  speedily 
as  possible  a  practical  acquaintance  with  the  German  language.     This  object,  the 
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author  considers,  can  be  most  easily  attained  by  "  making  the  natui-al  relations  of 
the  two  languages  the  basis  of  the  Grammar."  The  leading  characteristics  of  the 
book  are  : — 1 .  That  it  is  much  shorter  and  more  concise,  while,  at  the  same  time,  it 
really  contains  more  than  other  school  grammai's.  2.  That  an  attempt  is  made  to 
concentrate  the  information  on  each  subject  as  much  as  possible.  3.  That  in  the 
rules  for  the  inflection  of  nouns,  an  attempt,  and,  it  is  believed,  a  successful  one,  is 
made  to  shew  that  they  are  determined  by  a  principle.  4.  That  the  idiomatic 
differences  of  English  and  German  receive  special  consideration. 

First  Lesson  Book.     Price  Ad.,  pp.  52. 

The  First  Lesson  Book  is  adapted  to  any  method  of  teaching  the  elements  of 
reading,  but  has  been  constructed  with  special  reference  to  the  Phonic,  (not  the 
Phonetic);  or  the  method  of  teaching  by  the  poii-ers  instead  of  by  the  names  of  the 
letters.  It  is  arranged  in  alternate  "  Word"  and  "  Reading"  Lessons,  gradually 
increasing  in  difficulty.  "  That  rational  classification,"  says  the  compiler,  "should 
supersede  arbitrary  arrangement,  even  in  the  first  steps  of  a  child's  progress,  is  a 
truth  already  recognised  ;"  and  in  accordance  with  this  principle,  the  alphabet  is 
classified,  and  the  lessons  graduated.  In  the  earlier  stages  "no  unmeaning  com- 
binations of  sounds  are  admitted."  A  child  who  has  mastered  this  book,  will  be 
able  to  enter  upon  any  ordinary  story-book  with  ease.
